Blitb Coat ScHoot. 

IT appeaiBj from the book of accounts of this school, thai 
this establishment was first instituted in 1705, by 
voluntary subscription, and that the following orders in^erer 
agreed tct by the majority of subscribers at a meeting on the 
90th February in that year : — 

1 . That the trustees be in number nine, the minister for the 
time being (if a sub^sCriber) to be one ; the rest to he chosen 
out of the subscribers at least a week befote the day of election^ 

S. The trustees^ colieetors, being subscribers, master, 
mistress^ and poor children, to be chosen by the majority of 
trustees, who are also to have the disposal and manfagement 
of the surplus arising by this charitv, if any, for the placing 
out some of the poor children, either to be apprentices or 
servants^ or otherwise, at their discretiony and ta take the! 
trustees* accounts quarterly; and to the end that the manage-^' 
ment of this charity may not be delayed or hindered by the 
absence of any who shall be chosen a trustee, and is not resideoFt 
in town,- it i» agreed^ that any absent trustee may depute any 
other subscriber to act for him^ whose consent shall be as 
binding as though such trustee had been present and consented* 

3tf That there shall be collectors^ who shall every quarter 
collect and receive of every subscriber the sum by him re<«^ 
specUvely subscribed for ; and within a week after the same 
shall be by him received, shall pay the same over to the 
trustees^ atnd shall be allowed their necessary expenses out of 
pocket on account of their collection by the trustees. 

4tf That the trustees shall keep a fair account of all receipts 
and disbursements for the view of the subscribers and others, 
and shall every quarter transmit the same to the schoolmaster^ 
to be by him fairly entered into a book to be kept for that 
purpose by the minister of the parish, beiug a subscriber, &r 
the time being. 

5. The schoolmaster, his salary to be j£25 per annum^ and 
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paid quarterly ; the schoolmistress, her salary to be jglSAOs 
per annum) and paid quarterly; both to commence from 
Lady-day 1706. 

6. The number of boys to be taught not exceeding SO, 
girls SO, for this yeitr. 

7. Each boy to have a coat, breeches, cap, two bands, 
two shirts, two pair of stockings^ two pair of shoes, and one 
pair of shoe-buckles. 

' 8. Each girl to have two caps, two whiskes, one gown, 
one petticoat, two shifts, two pair of stockings, one pair of 
knit glovds, two pair of shoes, one pair of shoe-buckles, 

9., The schoolmaster to be a member of the church of 
England, of a sober life and conversation ; one that frequents 
the holy communion ; one that has a good government of 
himself and passions ; of a meek temper, and humble be* 
haviour ; one who understands well the grounds and principles 
of the Christian religion ; one who can write a good hand, 
and understands arithmetic ; and shall be approved of by the 
minister for the time being, being a subscriber. 

10. The master to attend the school from seven to eleven 
in the morning, and from one to five in the afternoon, the 
summer season ; from eight io eleven in the morning, and from 
one to four in the afternoon, the winter season. The master 
to teach the principles of religion as laid down in the church^ 
catechism, and bring the children to church constantly on 
Sundays and holydays, and every week day, at the hour of 
eleven in the morning, if there shall be prayers ; the master 
and boys to break up at the three usual times in the year, viz.^ 
Christmas, Easter, and Whitsuntide. The master to teach 
no other than the charity boys, and to receive no money of 
their friends, under pain of forfeiting his place ; that the 
master shall fairly enter into a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose the accouhtsr of this charity, as the same shall be from 
time to time transmitted io him by the trustees, which book 
shall be kept by the minister of the parish, to be perused at 
any time by any subscribers, or others ; the master to teach 
such of the girls to write, as trustees shall direct. 

1 1 . The mistress to be qualified as the master (writing and 
arithmetic excepted), and to observe the same methods as the 
master, and to teach the girls to knit, sew, mark, and spin. 

. 12. The master, mistress, and children, to observe the 
further directions of the trustees, and to be liable to be turned 
out for neglect or misbehaviour, of which the majority of the 
trustees for the time being are to be sole judges. 

The following benefactions to this charity are noticed in 
the book of accounts :-«-

CHARITIES AT BANBURY. 11 

A legacy of jSIOO bequeathed by the Honourable Charles 
North, was in 1714 placed in the hands of Lord Guilford ; 
the interest to be applied to the use of the charity school, 
pursuant to the donor's will. 

In l72Tj the following sums were added to the money in 
Lord Guilford's hands : — 

Ten pounds, the legacy of Mrs. Jane Hussey. And 
Twenty pounds, the legacy of Martha Lane. 
And in I7S3, the further sum of jS200 was added, being 
the legacy of Mrs. Anne North. 

In 1725, a legacy of jg40, left by the Rev. Fletcher, 

was also added thereto, making up in the whole ^370 for 
which a bond was given by Lord Guilford. 

In 1748, the interest due on this sum of j6370 was greatly 
in arrear, there being due, for principal and interest, accora* 
ing to the master's report in a cause in Chancery, between 
George Lewin, esq. and William Overbury Oakley and 
others, the sum of j^567 2s Sd; and Francis Lord Guilford, 
in discharge of that debt, granted a rent-charge of j9S3 out 
of nn estate at Neithrop* 

2. In the year 1708 there is entered amongst the subscrip- 
tions l!ie sum of j^l from Mr. Kenning, and in 1733 it is 
noted that this was a perpetual legacy. 

3. Thomas Abraham^ alias Metcaifcj by will, dated 33d 
July 1713, devised certain premises in Banbury and Bodicot 
<as more particularly mentioned hereafter, in the account of 
his charities), upon trust, that his devisees and their heirs 
should, amongst other things, pay 40^ yearly to the trustees 
of the charity school in Banbury, as long as the same should 
continue. 

4. Marjf Abraham^ alias Metcalfe^ widow of the said 
Thomas, by a codicil to her will, dated 1 1th May 173S, gave 
to the charity school in the parish of Banbury, as long as the 
children should be brotight up in the doctrine of the church 
of England, an annuity of 40y, payable out of her estates in 
the parishes of Culworth and Eydon, Northamptonshire, 
which she had devised, as more particularly mentioned here- 
afiei', for the payment of this and other legacies. 

5. Henry Abraham^ alias Metcalfe^ by will, dated 1st 
July 1746, bequeathed to the trustees appointed by the will 
of his uncle, Thomas Abraham, viz. the rector of Brough ton, 
the vicar of Adderbury, and the vicar of Banbury, together 
with the person in possession of his estates, as long as any of 
his relations should have them, 4^50 stock, part of a sum 
standing in his name in the old annuities, in trust, to apply 
the interest to the use of the charity school in Banbury, as 

Blue Coat School, 
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lofig as. it should continue ; and, in case of its dropping, the 
prepuce thereof to be added to that of another legacy more 
particularly mentioned hereafter. 

6. In 1734 a legacy of j^IOO ivas left to this school, by 
Mr. Thompson^ nnd in 1752 this, together with j^20 be- 
queathed by Mrs. Jane Lane, Sd July 17S0, and j^SO the 
gift of Daniel Dancers^ was laid out, with a small addition, 
in the purchase of j£l50 three and an half per cent East 
India annuities, which stock was afterwards converted into 
j^ 1 50 three per cents reduced . 

7p Joseph fVyatty as it appears by the same book, left, 
about the year 1733, a legacy of j^20. 

8. Mrs. MiUcent Wekhman^ by will, about 1730, be- 
queathed j€^ to be paid to the mayor and minister of 
fianbury, the interest thereof to be disposed of in teaching 
one or more child or children of the charity school there, or 
other such like school, the knowledge and learning of the 
principles of the Christian religion, according to the Church 
of England. 

9. William Hebcraft bequeathed. j£20, which, according 
io the direction of his will, was laid out in the purchase pf 
t}iree per cent consols, producing s63S lis 5d stock. 

10. Elizabeth Metcalfe j by will, dated 1st April 1774, 
left to the trustees and treasurers of the charity school of 
9«nbury, 4^100. 

H. The Reverend William Harrison^ by will, dated 9th 
August 1786, bequeathed to John Callow, Richard Bignell, 
John Rushworth, and the vicar of Banbury, j£20 to be ^aced 
ia the public fiinds^ for the benefit of this school. 

12. Out of the surplus income of this charity, and a sum 
of j656 lOs the balance of the coal fund, hereafter mentioned, 
there h^s been purchased stock in the old South sea annuities, 
at diflferent periods, between the year 1761 and 1803, making 
up the amount of dP700 stock ; and in 1805, JfiHiam Rusher 
gave the sum of £9 14f M with which £\6 \3s M like stock 
w^ purchased, making in the whole £7\6 13s 4cf. 

1 3. Besides the legacies above-mentioned, there were, before 
the inclosure, five leys in the common field of ^eithrop, biit 
from whom this land is derived is not known. An allotment 
was set Qut in lieii of it, by the award of the commissioners, 
in 1760, containing U. & 6p. to the trustees of <^ Thorpe's 
charity school.** 

Jt is from the sources above mentioned that the endowment 
€ii the Blue Cqat school is derived. The particulars of the 
income ari^ug therefrom will appear firom the foUotring 
statement :— ^ 

Blue Coat School. 
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I. The rent-charge ef affSS payable out of Lord Guilford'i estate 

at Neithrop, is regularly received from his ageut, without any 
deduction • ..•. 

$• The payment of si?! a year, on account of Mr. Kenning's legacy, 
has not been received since the year 1803, and we have not 
been able to obtain any satisfactory information respecting it. 
From 1799 to I8P3, it appears to have been paid by Mr. 
Richard Bignell, a solicitor, but he cannot recollect on whose 
account he paid it^ 

0. The yearly sum of £9 given by the. will of Thomas Metcalfe, 
Is now payable by Richard Taylor, of Banbury { it has net, 
however, been paid since 1818 

4. The yearly sum of £2 given by the will of Mary Metcalf^, is 
now payable by Richard Faulkner, of Culworth, but this has 
not been paid since 1818 

^. The £bO stock, bequeathed by Henry Metcalfe, now stands 
in the name of the Rev. T. W. Lancaster, vir^r of Banbury,. 
Rev. Charles Wyatt, rector of Broughton, and the Rev. Holford 
Cotton, vicar of Adderbury. 
The dividends, however, have not been paid to the treasurer 
since 1814. The particulars of the three last-mentioned gifts 
will be more fully stated hereafter, under the heads of Thomas, 
Mary, and Henry Metcalfe's charities 

(B. The atfl50 three percent, reduced annuities, purchased with the 
legacies of Mr. Thompson and others, above-mentioned, stands 
in the names of the late George Green and Thomas Deacle, 
deceased, and Richard Heydon, the now treasurer. 
The dividcads are regularly transmitted to the latter, from the 
bank of Messrs. Curtis, Roberts, and Co 

7. The legacy of Joseph Wyatt was paid to the treasurer in 1759, 

before that time the annpal interest only having been received. 
The £tO was carried to the general aecount, and was probably 
applied towards the current expenses of the year. 

8. Of Milicent Welchman's legacy, there is no further notice than 

what is above stated. 

9. The stociL purchased with William Hebcraft*s legacy of j£80 

was sold out in 1797, and the produce was re-invested, in the 
same year, in the purchase of jff 100 old South sea annuities, 
part of the stock now in the possession of the trustees. 
I0« Elizabeth Metcalfe's legacy of jff 100 appears to have been laid 
out in 1798, by Mr* John Rushworth, one of her executors, 
upon the security of a church bond for aflOO* This is still in 
the possession of the trustees, bearing five per cent, interest 
There is also in the possession of the feolfees another church bond, 
for «650 with interest at five per cent, which was purchased 
in 1794 

II. We have not been able to ascertain in what manner the legacy 
of the Rev. William Harrison was disposed of. 

12. The sum of a£716 13s 4<f old South sea annuities stands in the 
names of John Rushworth, George Green, Thomas Deacle, and 
Richard Heydon, the latter being now the only survivor. The 
dividends are regularly received 

13* The land which was set out upon the inclosure of Neithrop 
Field was, previous to the establishment of the national school, 
let at £21 a year. The school was afterwards built upon part 
of it, and a further part was converted into a yard for the use 
of the schools. These premises are let to the subscribers to the 
oatioteal school, on lease fox 99 years from 1817, at ^5 .... 
And the rest of the land tf n6w let to James Dace, as yearly 
tenaBt,at ,ff8ayear, which is a full rent 

The income arising from these sources, if regularly paid, would 
amount to .....,,,, , . £ 
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PicviouBly to the year 1817, llie children upon this founda- 
tion were instructed in a room over the town gaol, by a master 
and mistress, who were appointed by the trustees. 

In 1817, a national school was established, and it was then 
agreed, that the trustees of this charity should pay to the 
funds of that establishment ^£^30 per annum, for which all 
the blue coat children, that is to say, as many children as 
the trustees could afford to clothe, were to be instructed 
there, without any further payment. There are now 18 boys 
and 16 girls, of Banbury, who are clothed and provided by 
the trustees with school books, and a Bible and Prayer Book, 
when they leave the school. 

The following is an account of the expenditure of last year :

This expenditure exceeds the permanent annual income ; 
but the deficiency has been made up by an annual donation 
of £5 5s from lord Guilford,' and a legacy of d^lOO be* 
queatlied by Mrs. Luc€a^ about two years a^, to the blue* 
coat school, to be expended according io the discretion of 
Mr. Hcydon, the present treasurer. Ihere is now a balance 
ia the treasurer's hands, amounting to about £Q2. 

In addition to the property above-mentioned, the trustees 
claim two rooms over the gaol^ and. the garrets above, the 
former of which had been used previously to 1817, as the 
boys* and girls' schools, an the latter as a place for keeping 
fuel for the scliools. The premises were used for such pur- 
poses as long as any person can remember, and probably from 
the time of the foundation of the charity. The entrance was 
by stone steps, on the outside, there being no communication 
whatever through the gaol. 

In 1817, when the trustees had no longer any occasion fos 
th^ premises, the children being sent to the national school, 
they advertised them to be let by tender, and no sufficient 
tender having been made, they afterwards offered them to the 
thdn mayor of Baubury, at a rent of £\2 12.9, and it was 
understood that they were to be applied for the purpose of 
enlarging the town goal. . The key was afterwards delivered 
to the mayor, upon an understanding, that he had accepted 
the offer of the trustees. Ia 1&19-S0^ th^ premises were tak^

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in for the enlargement of the gaol, and a considerable expense 
nms incurred by this and other improvements^ under the 
directions of the mayor. Some delay took place ^ilh respect 
to the payment ; but it was at length paid, as the expenses 
relating to the gaol had usually been, out of the rates of 
the town. 

In the mean time the trustees had applied to the corporation 
of Banbury for the payment of the rent of £12 12s ; the 
corporation insisted that they were not liable for the rent ; that 
the mayor, in 1817, did not take the premises on account of 
the corporation, but' on account of the town ; for that it was 
on account of the town that the alterations in the gaol were 
made by the mayor, he having, by virtue of his office, the 
superintendance of the gaol, and the town being liable to the 
repairs of it. 

On behalf of the town it is urged, that these rooms are part 
of the same building as the gaol ; that there is no evidence 
of the trustees having had any property in them ; and that 
they were merely applied to the purpose of the school^ as 
being a beneficial object to the inhabitants of the town. 

It is said, that these rooms were, before the foundation of 
the blue-coat charity, used as a woollen manu&ctory, 
established by the corporation, for the benefit of the town^ 
umler the authority of their charter. There are in an old 
chamberlain's book^ which commences in 1747, entries of 
receipts of 7* 6rf yearly, from 1747 to 1758, which sum is 
entered in different ways, as the *' rent of Wool Hall," or of 
^^ the Hall ;" and in two instances as the rent of ^^ the Garret 
of the Charity School." These entries, and the fact, that 
persons, now living, remember such hooks, as are used by 
wool-packers, being fixed to the beams of the school-room, 
render it probable, that the rooms were originally used for the 
woollen manufactory. 

We have thought it right to state all these circumstances^ 
as the subject has excited much interest in the town ; but 
upon the whole we think, that considering the peculiar 
locality of the premises, and that there is no evidence of any 
conveyance of them to the trustees, or of any agreement with 
them as to the occupation thereof, the grounds, upon which 
ihek claim depends, are too slight to justify us in recom- 
mending any proceedings for the recovery of the property. 

Sunday School. — Sir John Knightlby's Legacy^ 

Sir John Kfdghtleyy baronet, of Fawsley Park, in the 
county of Northampton, by the 8th codicil to his will, dated 
June 25th| 1802, bequeathe to the minister^ churchwardens, 
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and oferaeers of the poor of Banbury, ^^200, the interest io 
be applied to the purposes of supporting a Sunday school 
at Banbury* 

This legacy ) aflter the payment of the duty, and some 

•legal expenses, ^as laid out iii tfie purchase of ^^^5 U 6d 

three per cent consols, in the name of the accountant-general 

The diyidends are received by the yicar, and paid over (o 
the funds of the national school, a Sunday school being part 
of that establishment. There is also another Sunday school 

in Banbury, which is supported by voluntary contributions^

By a decree of commissioners of charitat^e uses^ made at 
Banbury, and dated SOth January 1603, it is recited, that 
divers premises, annuities, and sums of money, were limited 
and appointed to certain charitable uses thereinafter mentioned^ 
according to the finding of the inquisition. 

After enumerating several charitable donations, and stating 
that the commissioners had found that the bailiff, aldermen ^^ 
and burgesses, had dealt very honestly and faithfully with re-* 
spect to the same ; It was ordered and decreed, that they and 
their successors should be seised of all the premises therein- 
before mentioned, and should employ the rents and profitv 
thereof to the uses whereunto they were given, that they 
should have power to demise the lands and tenements, at such 
rents and fines as to them, and the minister and church-' > 
wardens, or the more, part of them, should be thought 
reasonable : That they should yearly elect two honest and 
substantial men of the said town or company, who should be 
called Bridge-masters, Overseers or Receivers, and who should 
receive, employ and bestow the said rents and profits, accord- 
ing to. the uses first intended; and that tne said bailiff^ 
aldermen, and burgesses, should deliver to them such sums of 
money as should remain unbestowed, if any ; and that the 
said bridge-masters should render their accounts once every 
year, with such money as should be in their, hands, before the 
auditors of the corporation, and the ^, minister, or vicar and 
churchwardens, at such time and place as the bailiff should 
make his account; and reciting, that;diyers of the annuities 
therein mentioned, had been yearly bestowed obscurely and 

Erivately, It was ordered^ that the same should be yearly 
rought by tI)ose who were to pay the same at the days ap» 
pointed to the said bridge-masters, to be disposed of there vt 
the presence of the minister, and a note thereof io be set down 
in a book for that purpose, to be shown with the accounts at 
th^ audits : Aiid it was further ordered, that the said bailiff, 
aldermen, and burgesses, and their successors, should have the . 
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disposal of the stocks, and of tbe monies for coals ; and that 
they and the minister should appoint yearly two of the 
churchwardens, or other two substantial men, to see the same 
employed as it had theretofore been done, and to be account- 
able to thera and other the inhabitants of the borough, at such 
time as the churchwardens should yearly render their accounts. 
The nine following charities are naentioned in this decree s 

Lands for Repairs op Bridges and Highways. 

The premises first mentioned in the decree above mentioned, 
are the following : — 

1 . A burgage or tenement in Banbury, on the south side of 
Bridge-End-street, given to the repair of Banbury-bridge, 
and the highways in Banbury. 

3. A burgage or tenement on the north side of Sheep-street, 
or Bolting-street, given to the use aforesaid. 

3. A burgage or tenement on the south side of High-street 
of Banbury, given to the repairs 6( the highways without 
Sugarford-bar. 

4. A tenement on the west-side of North-Bar-stieet in 
Banbury, given to the repair of the highways in North-Bar-* 
street aforesaid. 

. The premises now held by the corporation, for the repairs 
of the bridges and highways in Banbury, do not precisely 
answer the description above given. They consist of — 

I* About an acre and a half of ground near the bridge, 
let on lease, dated 1st January 1805, made to Joshua Green 
and William Walford, for the terra of 86 years from the 
Michaelmas preceding, at the yearly rent of ^10. This lease, 
is now vested in Fiennes Wickham Martin, esq. to whom it 
has been assigned ; J^IO is stated to be the fair value of the 
premises* 

2. A house, yard^ and shop, situated in the Butcher-row,' 
which is a considerable distance from. Sheep-street, let to 
Jabez Welch, as yearly tenant, at £15 15^ a year. These 
premises have lately been put into repair at the expense of 
the trust, and might be let for a somewhat higher tent. 
'. 3. A house and yard in High-street, generally called Red 
fiion-street, let to Richard Boswell, as yeatly tenant, at £IS 
\Ss per annum, which is a fair rent. 

4. A house, workshop, and garden, situate in North-Bar« 
street, let to Richard Austin, a brewer, on lease, dated 4th 
November 1812, for 20 years, from the Lady-day preceding, 
at the rent of £25. 

' In 1812, this was a pidUi€-*house, but the licence having

These icots aie applied by ihe, hridg^msujtexs, wha att

)»n^ge, which divides the counties of Oxford Qnd Nor&a»p^ 
U>n^ and in improvements connected vith the Aieets aod 
hurhways. 

In November 1823, when the accounts were audited, there 
was a telance in the hands of the bridge-masters of ^55 
}S^ lj^< Since that period, a further sum has been laid out 
upon the bridge in repairs, and in providing lamps for the 
t|(^wa, the wbive of which expenses will probably amount to 
aboiit jjplOO* In an^ applic«itioa beyond the iepftir4si of the 
Ibridge^ the corporation are consulted* ^ 

Almshouse. 

The premises next mentioned in the decre^i ^xe ^n alms- 
houi^) situate near the church-yard, which itis stated w^ 
employed to lodge the most poor, old, and impotent pe^iiple VP{ 
th.e said town of Banbury. 

This almshouse consbts of 19 apartments, each of whjycb 
is occupied by a poor person put In by the ohamberlaMi pf 
the corporation, upon the recommendation of the ovex$^s. 
Thew is no endowment for the support of this establiAhJWfi^» 
but eight of the inmates receive froiQ the chamb^rlaix^ ^

Itt flie year 1790, an Act Waft ^£»s8^ fot the taking dmrt 
aAd tdbvaiditfg the chnrch of Banhniy^ and the eortiom*- 
tion were thereby empowered to sell, in aid of the money * 
to be raised for th'e pnrik5i^eS of the Act, such premises as 
they held for the retmirs of the church, and as were mentioned 
in a schednl^ thereto linitexdd. Under these powers the 
odrporation sold the whole of the premises given for that 
prutpdse, except the tenement describe in the decree as situate 
oil the north side of the churefa-^yard, and as being then used 
as a school-house. This tenement was formerly used as a 
sdhool, but it fell intededay, and was let by the corporation 
to John Clarke, upon a repairing lealse for SI years^ from ^Ok 
January, 1804, at the rent of jtf4. ivhioh is now the fuU 
yalue of it. The lease has subsequently been assigned to Mr* 
Harris, and is now used by him fot a plush manufactory. 
' It appears that theise premises were not sold, because it was 
nat known till lately upon what trusts the corporation held 
them. As they had be^ used for many years as a school, it 
wais supposed by many tha,t they had been given for that 
pKt\yQSe ; atid the corporation, in order to prevent any dis- 

Kto^ soon after the institution' of a national school ii| 
nbury, paid the rent in aid of that establishment, aii(d 
contiiiiMd to do so up to the time of our inquiry. 

It no^ remains to be determined, in what mode the pre^ 
ifliS6s oan be best applied to the purpose for which they were 
givem. 

JoHiN Knight's Gift. 

Tlie decree nejct recites, that a tenement on the eat^ side 6^ 
Colebar Street, iA Banbuty, was given by the Will (tf JdhH 
JCntghty of Banbury, baker, to the bailiff, aldenhen, and 
bii^esses, to the use of the poor of the said borough. 

We could 6btain no fmrther infinrmatioh as to this thwAty ; 
the premises are not known, nor could we learn what part of 
the U)Wn -was called Colebar Street. 

'Thjb Gifts of Edward Brytwell Airb Joan Knight. 

it is next recited in the decree, that an annuity or yearly 
peii8i<m of 2O5 was given by Edward Brytwellj of Banbury, 
raetfoer^ to the use of the poor of Banbury, to be paid yearly, 
fetf ever, ovrt; of a house in Barkhill Street, in Banbury, on 
Good Friday. 

And fliat 20« Hioie, ytady, Iras given by Jogn Kmghty 
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.widow of one Jphn Knight, to the poor aforesaid, oat lof her 

£art of a lease of Ensbam Meadows, in the parish of Ban- 
ury, to be paid during the lease liy her executors. 
We could not ascertain what the premises are upon which 
ihese annuities were charged ; the latter is stated to have been 
charged upon leashold property, and the term has, probably, 
• expired. 

HaLHEAD's CHARITIESt 

It is further stated in the said decree^ that SO^. per annum 
was given by Henry Halhead^ of Banbury, draper, Xo the 
poor aforesaid, out of a tenement in Sheep Street, to be 
bestowed upon the poor in freize, where most need should be, 
by his executors, m the presence of the minister and the 
bailiff. 

The yearly sum of £1. was paid for many years previously 
to 1813, by Joseph Wells, as being charged upon a tenement 
belonging to him in Red Lion Street, (there being no place 
in Banbury by the nanie of Sheep Street), and this sum was 
laid out in the purchase of clothing for three poor widows. 

The premises, which were held by Joseph Wells, were 
sold in 1819, part to Mr. Kirby, an ironmonger, and the 
rest to J. W. Golby, esq. a solicitor, in Banbury, since 
which time nothing has been paid on account of the charity. 

Upon application to Mr. Golby, he states, that he had 
referred to his title-deeds, which begin with a mortgage from 
Richard Halhead in 1683 ; that the first time the charge of 
SDs. is mentioned, is in a conveyance dated 15th May, 1777,' 
by John Fortnum and his wife to Joseph Bridgewater, in 
which there is a covenant, that the premises were free from 
all incumbrances, ^^ except a yearly payment, or rent-charge 
^^ of 20^ issuing out of the M^est end of the m^suage, burgage, 
^^ or tenement, for the buying of gowns for four poor widows, 
*^ if any such charge was ever made out or proved." 
. That in September, 1790, Joseph Bridgewater conveyed 
the whole of the premises io Joseph Wells, and that in the 
covenant against incumbrances there is an exception in pre« 
cisely the same words. 

That in January 1812, Joseph Wells conveyed part of 
the premises to Joseph Ward ; and in the conveyance he 
covenanted that the{>remises were' free from all incumbrances 
except the land-tax, and 9,$ 6d to the corporation of Banbury, 
but that there is no notice as to the 20^ a year. That at the 
same time William Wells, the brother of Joseph Wells, 

Surchased the west end of the premises, as a convenience to 
oseph Wells, who resided there several years. 
Mr. Golby farther states, that in February 1815, the pre^ 
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mises purchased by Joseph Ward vfere conyeyed to him by 
the assignees under Ward's bankruptcy, and that no men^ 
tion was made of the rent-charge of 90s ; and that Mr. 
William Wells, and his family, continued owners of the west 
end of the premises until December 1831, when they sold 
them to Mr. Kirby . 

Mr. Kirby states, that when he purchased this property, it 
was never mentioned to him that it was liable to the payment 
of the 90s ; and that the vendors covenanted that the premises 
were free from incumbrances; he states, however, that if 
they are legally charged with tiie 20^, he has no wish to with- 
hold (he payment £ox the time he has been in possession of 
the premises. 

From the circumstances above stated, there appears to be 
no doubt that the west end of these premises, being that part 
which now belongs to Mr. Kirby, is liable to the parent of 
SOs per annum, and such payment is probably reietable to 
the gift of Henry Halhead. 

It is further stated, in the said decree, that 10^ per annum 
was given by the same person out of the comer shop, adjoin- 
ing to Barkhill Street, to be employed to the maintenance of 
the true preaching of the gospel weekly, in Banbury ; and in 
default of such l^ture, to the teaching of poor children there. 

The parish clerk collects two several sums of 10^ on account 
of the vicar : one of these is paid out of a house in the Market- 
place, in the occupation of John West, late the property of 
Charles Wyatt, esq. ; the other from a comer house in Red 
lAon Street, now the property of John Hopcraft. 

The latter may probably be in respect of the gift of Henry 
Halhead. 

Walter Calcott's Gift. 

The decree next recites that 20^ yearly, was given by 
Walter Calcott^ late of Williamscot, by will, to b^ paid io 
the poor of Banbury, out of a stock of j&lOO. to be lent to 
poor artificers or occupiers, in Banbury or elsewhere. 

By reference to the will of the said Walter Calcott, which 
beaT3 date lOth November 1574, it appears that he bequeathed 
£\00 U} be put out by his executors in sums ofj^lOor 
£90 to five or ten persons in the country that would take the 
same, at 5 per cent interest ; and he directed the £b arising 
therefrom, to be distributed on St. Thomas's day, by two 
persons, to be appointed by his executorS| in the following 
lAcinner : —

Loans. 

Ihe decree then recites that the following sums had been 
given for loans : 

A stock of j£40 given by Mr. 0/re«, of Warwict, to the 
town of Banbury, to be let out yearly to poor occupiers there^ 
for which the itldermen and burgesses of Banbury sftood 
bound for the making good of the said stock ; afid it k 
fttatcd that thefe was paid oitt of the said stock yearly, of the 
benefit thereof to tbe use of the said poor, the nt eeting of tho 
company, and to a prcfadrer, jgl Gs Sd. 

A stock of d^30 given by Edmard Srj/twetty to thetown of 
Banbury, to be lent to poor aitificc^s and occupiers thcfre, 
freelv, for ever. 

The stock of ^100^ above-mentioned, given by the said 
"Walter Calcoft, to be \mt out by his executors, and thcit 
heirs and executors, yearly,^ to five or ten occupiers in Ban- 
bury, or any other place in the country that would take the 
same, either by £20 or d^ 10 a piece. 

It appears by an old book of accounts kept by the cham« 
berlaiu of the corporation, that the sum of j£I4: was lent out

Under this entry is "written, in a more modem hand, Paid 
by John Rogers, Wardington ; and in a still more modern 
hand, John Hirons. 

The estate upon ^hich this payment is supposed to be 
charged is called Feam Hill, and is situate in Watdington^ 
ifhich adjoins Williamscot j it is now the property of Mr* 
James Brewerton, of North Aston. 

The last receipt of this payment was in 1821, when Mr. 
James Hill, one of the churchwardens of Banbury, received 
of Mr. Biewerton the sum of i^6, for which he gave him a 
receipt, dated Slst of March 1821, according to the form of 
an older one, which was sent to him with the money, as 
being the amount of three years rent, charged on Fearn 
Hill estate, and due to the poor of Banbury. 

This sum Mr^ Hill disposed of in bread amongst such poof 
persons as he thought, ttam infirmity or othe^ cause, were 
objects of charity. 

Gifts of SpaiGG At^n otheAs. 

Joshua Spri$;gj of Crayford, in the county of Kent, by 
will, dated 6th June 1684, as appears by acopy ofpro<* 
ceedings in chancery, entered in the parish books, directed, 
that the yearly rents of certain premises in Middle Norton, 
should be reserved and laid by for the charitable use there^ 
after mentioned, viz. ; he bequeathed j$500 to the corporation 
of Banbury, the place of his nativity, for building a work- 
house, and to set the poor on work, viz. £400 to build, and 
j^lOOforastock. 

By decree in the court of chancery, dated 18th FebruHry 
1706, in a cause of the Attorney-general versus Sprigg and 
others, it was ordered, that the defendant, William Sprigg, 
should pay to the corporation of Banbury, the said sum of 
j£500 and j6515 being the interest found to be due thereon by 
the master, at the time of making his report, with subsequent 
interest on the said two sums, from the S9th November 
preceding. 

And it was further ordered, that the said corporation should, 
upon the receipt of the sBSOO and interest, give such surety, 
as the attorney general should direct, that they would lay 
out ^400 in' buying or building a workhouse, and <£ldO 
and the interest in a stock for employing the poor of the 
said corporation. 

It appears that the corporation gave such bond, dated Sd 
April, 1707.

The workhouse in Banbury is now kept in repair out of the 
poor-rate, and no manufactory is carried on there. 

The chamberlain of the corporation receives j^90 a year 
from the steward of Lord Guilford, in respect of tlie i^750| 
secured by mortgage^ as above-mentioned. 
. Out of this, he pa^ to the overseers^ annually, tS96, which 
has always been carried to the account of the poor-rate, and 
the residue, sSt a year, he pays to a baker, who provides 
SO loaves the first siinday in every month, which are distrir 
bated at the church, by the churchwardens, generally 
amongst old widows. 

, . Jhomas Metcalfe's Charities. 

Tliomas Abrahnm, alias Metcalfe^hy will, dated 22d July, 
1719, devised io his wife Mary, for life, the messuage, gar- 
dens, and orchards, which he then occupied, in Parson Vlane, 
Banbury ; and another messuage, with the appurtenances, iu' 
Banbury, called the Cock Inn ; and also a messuage, orchard/ 
.and garden., in Bodicot, and a messuage in North-Bar Street, 
Banbury, wiUi the gardens thereto belonging : and after Iier 
decease, hedevif^ed the same, with the appurtenances, to his 
nephew Henry Metcalfe, his heirs, and assigns ; and be de- 
clared that the said devises were upon trust, that his wife and 
Iiis nephew, and his heirs, should yearly pay j£l3 out of 
the rents and profits thereof, unto hb trustees, thereafter 
named, to be disposed of to the following uses, vie- 
In trust, to pay j5 10 part thereof, every other year, to place 
out two poor boys, born in the town of Banbury, appren. 
tices \o suciii trades as his trustees should think fit ; and every 
other year to dispose of j^lO in clothing six poor widows, 
living in Banbury. 

And to pay 40« yearly, to the trustees of the charity school 
of Banbury, as long as the same should continue. 

And to expend the remaining Mfm of SO^yearlVf in seeing 
tlie said trusts performed; and he appointed his brother and 
other persons, trustees for life ; and after the deceaseof the sur- 
vivor, he directed that thesa idtru should be in1iisneph<iir, 
II^'Mry Metcalfe, and his heirs^ as long as he, or any issue of 
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bitbodj) should inherit the premises, logellier Mriihihe vicar 
of Baiibury, the rector of Brouj^hton, and the vicar of 
Adderbury, and their successors for ever ; but in case his 
nephew, or his heirs, should sell the inheritance of the said 
messuages, or the major part of them, then that the • said 
vicars and rector, and their successors, should be sole trustees. 
By indenture, dated i^th September 1819, recitiuje: the will 
of the said Thomas Metcalfe, and further reciting, that John 
Metcalfe VVardle, aud Henry Metcalfe Wardle, being en- 
titled to tlie premises thereby devised in fee, had sold the 
messuage, called the Ciick Inn^ to Nathaniel Gotxlwin, and 
the messuage in Bodicot to John NicOl, and had covenanted 
tluit the said premises should be discharged from any part of 
the said annual i^aymeut of ^JS, and that they had con- 
tracted with Richard Taylor for the sale of the messuage and 
E remises in Parson's-lane, except certain parts of the garden 
ktely thereto belonging, and which they had agreed to sell 
in difibreiit portions, to Thomas Naisbey, John ApUn, Wil* 
llamStacey, Robert Jarvis, James Hill, and Joseph CkK>ke; 
and further reciting, that it had been tigreed that the said 
mm of jf IS should be wholly paid by the said Richard Tay« 
lor, his heirs, and assigns, in exoneration of all the other 
premises charged therewith ; and that a term of 9,000 years 
should be created and limited io trustees in the premises to be 
purchased by the said Richard Taylor, for indemnifying tlie 
other parties : It is witnessed, that in pursuance of the said 
agreement, the said John and Henry Metcalfe Wardle, with 
the coaseitt of the said Richard Taylor, and of the said 
Thomas Nasbey, and the other purchasers of the gardens 
above-mentioned, who were parties to the said indenture, de* 
mised to Benjamin Aplin, John Munton, and William Jefiis, 
their executors, administrators, and assigns, the said mes* 
suage and premises in Person Vlane, as then divided from 
the other parts of the garden above-meutioned, for a term of 
S,000 years, from the SGth Saptember, in trust, to permit 
Richard Taylor, his heirs and assigns, to enjoy the said pre- 
ihises until default should be made in the payment of the said 
annual sum of j£l3; and, if default should be made in the 
payment thereof, to enter upon ^he said premises, andtake 
the- rents, and levv the arrears ; and it was provided, that, 
upon the decease of any of the trustees, new trustees should 
be appointed in the manner therein particularly mentioned^ 
which provides fof the interest of all parties. 

Previoudy to tlie year 1819, when the premises were sold 
as above-mentioned, the annual sum of £\S was regularly 
paid, wh6a demanded, by John Metcalfe Wardle, esq.

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' The next mentioned annuity of ^€5 is v^ularly paid to the 
vicar, and it is always added by bim to a voluntary subscript 
lion, which is raised annually, in the town of Banbury, for 
the same purposes as those pointed out by the testatrix* 
Great attention is paid by the subscribers to the application 
of this fund, which amounts annually to nearly jS^OO. 

The annuity of j65 for bread, was paid by Mr. Wardle, 
through inadvertence, for some time after he had sold the 
Eydon and Culworth estates ; it was regularly transmitted 
to Richard Haddon, a baker, who supplied six fourpenny 
loaves weekly, and these he gave to six jMor women, vfho 
%vere recommended to him by different persons in the town. 
He supplied the bread till April 1820, since which time' 
nothing has been given away, and there is due to him j£S^ 12« 
for the last half-year's bread, no payment having been made 
to him since October 1819. There was therefore due from 
Richard Faulkner, at Lady-day 1884, ^622. I0$y asthear* 
fears of this payment for 4| years. When this is received, 
£2. I2s. will be payable to the baker ; and we have recom* 
mended the vicar to distribute the residue in bread, weekly, 
until the whole shall be exhausted. 

IMie annuity of j^, payable to the Blue-coat school, has 
not l)een paid since Michaelmas 1818; there was therefore; 
due from Richard Faulkner, on this account, at Lady-day 
ISSJ-, the sum of d?l 1 for 6f years' arrears. 
' As the vicars of Banbury and Adderbury, and the rector 
of Bronghton, were appointed trustees by the nephew and 
exectitor of the testatrix, we trust that in future they will 
take care that these charities are properly paid ^nd disposed of> 

Henry Metcalfe's Charity* 

Henry Abraham^ alias Metealfey bv will, dated 1st July 
1746, after appointing the vicar of Banbury, the rector of 
Bronghton, and the vicar of Adderbury, and their suceessoiB, 
to be trustees with the person in possession of his estates at 
Eydon and Culworth, as long as any of hb ndations sbonld 
have them, for Mary Metcalfe's charities, gave to the same' 
trustees, £\0Q stock in the old annuities, in tiyist to dispose 
of the dividends^ y^^lyy on Saint Thonuis'8*day, among the 
poor of the town of Banbury. 

He also gave to the same trustees, ^^50 race of the said 
stock, in trust, to apply the dividends to the use of the 
charity school in Banbury, us long as it should continue, and 
ia case of its dropping, he directed the produce to be added 
to the produce of the £VXi above-mentioned, and distributed 
amongst the poor, * *^ 

The 4ffldO stock, old South-sea annuities, was IransAxm 
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by Dr. Lamb, formerly vicar of Banbury, in July 1821^ 
into the names of the Rev* T. W. Lancaster, vicar of Ban- 
bury ; Rev. Charles Wyatt, rector of Broughton ; and the 
Rev. Holford Cotton, vicar of Adderbnry. 

No dividends have been receivcnl on this slock since the 
transfer was made. Up to that period they were received bj 
Dr. Lamb ; but, it appears,, that from some inadvertence, he 
did not pay the diviaends due to the Blue-coat school after 
1814, so that the amount is due from him to that charity, 
subject to some deduction for property tax. 

The dividends payable to tJie poor were disposed of by Dr. 
Lamb during the time he receiv^ them ; and since the stock 
Iras been trasferred, Mr. Lancaster has paid <£3 per annuniy 
which has been distributed in bread, under his directions, 
amongst poor women of Banbury, every Saint Thomas's day. 
Of the dividends, therefore, which are now due, Mr. T^n- 
caster is entitled Xf^ the sum he has advanced ; and ^1. lOjr 
per annum is payable to the treasurer of the Blue>coat school. 

CotTNTESS OF ArBAN's ChARITY. 

The only account we have of the foundation of this charity 
is derived from entries in the book df accounts, which com- 
mences in the year 1767 (that being apparently the period of 
the establishment of the charity) ; the first of these entries 
purports io be an extract from *^ Lady Arran's Settlement of 
the Wooipack, by indentures of lease and release^ &c.'* and 
is to the following effect : — 

To have and to hold the said messuages, tenements, inn, 
and premises, thereinbefore released to the said Thomas 
Cartwright and William Cartwright, their heirs and assigns, 
in trust, to pay the rents and profits thereof io Elizabeth 
Countess of Arran for her life, and after her decease to pay' 
and apply, or permit the mayor and aldermen of Banbury, 
and such other of the chief inhabitants, as the said Thomas 
and William Cartwright should appoint, to take and receive 
the said rents and profits, and apply the same for and to- 
wards the support, maintenance, and education, of such poor 
diildren, or other persons, as should for ever thereafter be 
harbourMi, kept or employed, in the workhouse or work- 
bouses erected or Xo be erected in the said town or corporation 
of Banbury, or for such other charitable uses as the said 
Thomas and William Cartwright, and Richard Snow, par- 
tie^ thereto, and the survivors and survivor of them, tneir 
heirs and assigns, should from time \o time direct and ap- 
point, toudring the application thereof, and as they, with the 
advice and concurrence of the said ma^or) aldermen^ and 
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chief inhabietfnts <tf Banbtfry j fehodd tfifrtk mm fccil6fictkt 
' and advatilagcoiw for Ac fioor of the ^tiid tbWh iirid tot^ 
)90taftioii.

The baifdihg^ ofi the^e preMi^ 
trere bttrtit down afctwt the year K04i. The pr^tnises iVefe* 
aflettrards let oft lease, dWed Sftl Jatluavy 1805, to Arthui* 
Lewis, for the term of SI yeeffs ftoRi 2dth March preceding, 
at the rent of £24. This uras a very beneficial lease to the 
charity^ the lessee having laid out as much a£ ^StX) on the 
premises. A proposal has lately been made by Mr. burroughs 
Kirby, to ivhotn the lease has been assigned^ to t^ke a new 
kase at the rent of £2^7 y which the trustees are^ disposed to 
accept, considering that the fair value o£the premises^, andt 
Mr. Kirby being a substantial person. 

2. A house in Church-Iaue,' and a yardtand «\i^ a4ipinir^. 
This was let up to Lady-dav 1820 to Joseph J^opkins, aa. 
yearly tenant, at i^ a year; he then gave iir up,.; leaving (he- 
buildings in a bad state of repair. The preu)^^ were then* 
advertised to be let, but without success^ till Nov^injl^er 1822, t 

whcti it was taken by Manning, upon an agreement 

for three years, at the rent of j£6, upon the condition of his. 
putting the premises into repair. Since he faa9 taken posses- 
sion he has proceeded ift the repairs, but \ig has not yet 
completed them. This is the best rent that coald be obtained. 

There is also ^100 stocky three per cent riedu<:ed annuities^ 
standing in the name of Robert orayne, esq, ;> there is no de- 
claration of trust respecting it. This stock wa$ purchased iti 
his name by the executors of the late treasurer^. Mr. Wyatt^ 
soon, after his death, in lieuof ^100 like stock, which, stood in< 
the naitie of Mr. Wyatt, with Other money belonging to hiiu* 
self. Stock to this amount was originally purchased with 
money received from William Cartwrjght^ one of th^ fiist 
trustees. 

This charity U entirely under the management of a treasurer, 
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tfrfeo IS appointed from tinje to time by the corporation, wtd 
^tinuallr audit the accounts. 

The income^ amounting yearly, to £33^ is subject only td 
h Reduction qf 8^ yearly j for insurance ; the land^itax^ yi}\ic\i 
was charged upon the preraises, haying been purcha§pd iil 
1799, for rfl6. 5^ 7A 

The clear income is applied in putting oiit apprentices; 
Between Lady*day 1816 and L^ady^ay 1822^ there were 
placed out 17 boys, geiijerally with priemiujns of £10 each. 

Since I^ady-^day 1822, from which time Mr. Brayne h^s 
bpen the treasurer, 14 boys have beea bound out with pre- 
miums of j$I5 each J he jbas been enabled to put pujt this 
Dumber, having receiyed ftoni the executors of Mr- WyaAt, a 
balance of £154. 1^5 8rf. 

This balance Appears to have arisen gradually frpflfi the 
>iu,mbcr of apprentices pnt otit having fsulen short of wh%t 
the income} tvoi|Id have botnei Mr. Brayne^ on lEipceptin^ 
this ojffice of treasurer, gav6 |;)ublic notice that thefe lya^ 
money in haiid for the purposes of this charity, and hpd so 
inVny applications, that, if jthe funds had permitted, h|e cofild 
have bound dut a greater ntimber.

Hbitry Smith's €habitt. 

The parish of Banbury is entitled to a shai;e of the re^ts of 
an estate at Telescomb, in the county of Sussex, which formf 
part of the extensive charities of Henry Smith. 

The proportion of the rents, transmitted by the treasuipr ta 
the church waidens of Banbury, is about j£S5per annum ^ Ii^ 
each of the years 1822 and 1823, j€35. 5s id was received, 
and disposed of in the purchase df flannel, which was dis^ 
tributed aijtiongst 70 or 80 poor persons of good character^ 
find prinoi^al^ fiuch as were above the state of paupers.

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1»ARISH OF CHARLBURYv 

School. 

There is a school in this parish, founded fty Mrs. Ann 
Walker^ who appointed the principal and fellows of Brazen 
Nose College, Oxford, special visitors. 

Poor Boys* Close. 

There is in the parish of Charlbury, a close of land, about 
i wo acres, called Poor Boys' Close, which is supposed to 
. have been left many years ago for apprenticing children ; but 
trhen, or by whom, is not known. 

The land is copyhold, and held under St. John's College, 
Oxford, to which it pays a small quit rent. 

The names of George Basket^ Thomas Kirby, and George 
Hollowav, are entered on the court rolls as trustees for the use 
of the charity. Whcfn new trustees are appointed, the ex- 
pehse (generally between £2 and £S) is paid out of the rent. 

The close is let to Edward Walden, as yearly tenant, at 
£lj which is a hfgh rent. The fence is very bad, aiid the 
expense of keeping it in order is paid by the trustees. Tii^ 
expense is, onari average, ^1 a year. 

The rient is received by one of the trustees, who keeps .the 
necotltlfsr of the charity. Jn the fast eight or ten years^ nearly 
as many boys h*ave be^ri bound out. The sum of 10 guineas 
has been given, but it is generally a smaller sum, and the 
parents o^ the apprentice make an addition. 

There was a balanee of £2(j. 3s l^d in hand, on the 35tM 
December, 1822; and there were three boys ready to be 
bound out at the time of our enquiry, in Decembm' 1823.. 
[ The children are always bound out of the parish tp good 
trades. The boys are chosen from the poore&t sort^ and froni 
amongst the largest families. * - 

Srocit. 

The dividends arising from j£5]0, I'ts Irf stock in the lat^ 
five per cent bank annuities, which now stands in the names 
of the Rev. Robert Wetherell, and the Rev* John Cobb, 
vicar of Charlbury, has been, as far back as can be traced^ 
carried to the account of the poor's rate of Charlbury. ^ . - 

This stock was purchased with the sum of ^500 receiy-^ 
for the sale of some premises situate near a wharf in Banbury, 
belonging to the Oxford Canal Company, which were con- 
veyed to the company by indentures of lease and release, 
dated 1st and 2d August 1777. 
On referring to the title-deeds delivered up to the Canal 

JSundred of Banbury. 
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Gompany at the time of the sale, it appears, that the pretnisea 
in question were conveyed to Christopher Finniraore and Sit 
Robert Banks Jenkinson, in October n2iy in consideratioa 
of j6250. 

The conveyance to the Canal Company in 1777, above 
referred to, is executed by Sir Banks Jenkinson, son and heir 
at law of Sir Robert Banks Jenkinson, and recites, that no 

gart of the sum of £250 stated in the purchase deed of 
October 1724, belonged to the said Sir Robert, but that it 
belonged to the minister, churchwardens, overseers, an4 
inhabitants of Charlbury, and that the name of Sir Robert, 
was only used in trust for them. 

In a declaration of trust, dated 25 th November 1800, and 
executed by Mr. Wetherell and Dr. Cobb, in whose names 
the stock stai^ds, until it can be sold, and land purchased 
therewith,it is recited, that '^ Sir Banks Jenkinson, in trust 
^^ for the. minister, churchwardens, and overseers of the poor, 
^* and other inhabitants of the parish of Charlbury, was well 
^^ and $ufl|ciently seised of, and legally entitled to, a certain 
*^ messuage pr tenement, yard, buildings, and appurtenances, 
*^ thereunto belonging, situate in Cow Fair, adjoining the 
^' company'9 wharf in Banbury, the rents and profiti whereof 
" had be^n, from time to time, received by the phurch^ 
** wardens and overseers of the poor of Charlbury, antj applied . 
<^ by th^m for and towards the relief and i$upport of the poor 
f^ of the said parish." 

In the returns made to Parliament in 1786, the sum of 
£500 is stated as being vested in the vestry of this parish, 
being the produce of a workhouse and land, which belonged 
to the parish, and was sold to the Oxford Canal Company j 
but no name of any donor, or date, or object, of the charity, 
iSrOientionjed ; and, from the docunients above stated, it does 
not appear that this property is applicable to any charitable 
purpose.

By indenture, dated 11th October 1811, the Rev. John 
Cobb, D.D., and others, described as the most part of the 
feoffees, named by the deed, dated 10th October 1809, re- 
citing the decree above-mentioned, with respect to the power 
of leasing particularly ; and reciting, that by virtue of an 
Act of Parliament then lately passed, an allotment of land 
had been set out, though not then awarded, in lieu of the 
yard-land, and common of pasture, and two acres of cow 
pasture, and other rights thereto belonging, situate near the 
west end downs, and containing, by admeasurement, SO acres, 
more or less ; it is witnessed, that in consideration of the sum

The rent is ypmetimes paid by the jndivt- 
iials, and sometimes by the parish? as the p^wps occupying

There is belonging to Chadlin^ton. a sinall pi^ce afgrnfTTuTj^ 
situate in the hamlet of Dean^ in the psgrjsb pf Spe>sburyy 
called Constable's Close^ cojspisting of an ^Uotment of 26 
perches.

There is also the further ««im of fo, iirhi^h is leceired

churchwardens and overseers of the poor of the parish of Orset

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^rdvkled tbey shoald pay out of the lands aforesaid, one 
eiuart^r of the rents, yearly, towards the maintaining a lecture 
in the parish chujrch of Orset, for every, Lord's day id th0 
afternoon; one other quarter to the poor in the parish of 
brset; the third towards niainltaining a lecture in the chapel 
of Chadlingtonj on eyery Lord's day in. the afternoon^ and 
the fourth quarter to the poor of Chadiiiigton ; and that when 
all the feoffees in either of the parishes, but two, should be

We have riot beeti able io obtain a copy of the ,will of 
Alice Hemming^' but the above extract is taken from au 
admittance entered ori the court rolls of the manor of Orset^' 
dated 15th April, l6Mi^ _ 

Besides the estate at Orset, the tnistees of this charity are 
possessed of sonte houses in London. The earliest account' 
which we have b^n able to discover of this latter property, 
is derived froiri a lease, dated February 1st, 1699, whereby. 
the fiievi William Wigan,' rector of Orset, and others, of 
Orset,' Sir Richard Osbaldeston, of Chadlington, and others^ 
of thfesame plac^, in consideration of the rents thereby 
itnerved,' demised to Thomas Umfreville, all those several 
ancient and decayed messuages^ or tenements, and tofts, at 
parcels of ground, whereon formerly stood nine messUngesj 
afterward^ reduced id three, and a stable, and hay loft, and 

Syrd, and parcel of ground, thereunto belonging, situate id 
orthumberland*alley, alms Northumberland* place, in 4he 
jiarishofSt. Catherine, Coleman-street, near Aldgate, London,' 
theretofore in the occupation of Alice Hemming, widow of 
Isaac Hemming, fishmonger^ to hold the same from La4y-' 
day then next, foe 61 years, yielding, during the first two 
years of the said term, a pepper-corn, and for the residue of 
the said term, 40^ yearly. The lessee covenanted, within the 
first Mwa years, to pull down the ancient buildings, andtd 
erect, in a good and substkntial manner, two or more dwelling 
houses, and to complete and finish the same, and to leaive the 
samq in repair at 'the end of his term. , 

.The popyholdestateat Oi-set was'enfranchised by indenture: 
dated 4di January 1736, 'whereiby Richard Lech mere, being 
seised: in. fee of the manor &£ Orset, in consideration of j^lS 
and an annual quit rent- of 2^, grafted, bargained, and sold; 
rdeased,- and enfranchised, unto the then trustees of Chad** 
lingtori^and Orset, /their heirs, and af^ignt;, the premises held 
of uie mamiv of Ors^t, devised by Alice Hemming, paying 
yearly Sir* . .

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These premises have been^ from time to time« cbnireyed Ur 
new trustees, as directed ; the last appointment bears date' 
1st February 1821, and therein the trust property is thu« 
described :—

^^ a building lease, to David Evans, at the yearly rent of £20* 
^' 105 ; also a messuage, or tenement in Orset, with the lands

ground rent, and not a rack rent; also to fence the prenkisesy 

and make party walls, channels^ drains^ ScQ. ; and deliver 
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tip the said premises well and sufficiently repaired, leaded, 
glazed, painted, &c. with all doors, locks, hearths, chimney- 
pieces, &c., pumps, pipes, posts, &c., that might at any 
time be fixed, set up, or belong to the said demised premises; 
and the lessee covenanted not to assign, without licence in 
writing, and also to insure from fire, and to lay out the 6um 
fer which they should be insured, incase the premises should 
be destroyed or damaged by fire.

The whole rents amount to j^S. 10s, one half of which is 
leeeived for Chadlington, and carried to an apcouQt called the 
Onet estate account^ 

Of the money so received, half is applied for maintaining 
a lecture, and the other half for the use of the poor. 

As to the former, the minister receives 10^ 6d and the cleric 
Is 6d (or every sermon preached in the afternoon, as far as 
tile money will ^tend. 

The money for the poor is given away in coals. The practice 
u for the farmers of the parish to fetch coals gratis from Che 
aiearest wharf, which Is about ten miles distant, and where 
they cost about I ^ 6d per cwt. The coals are sold to the poor 
at about Qd a hundred less than the cost price. A supply of 
coals is thus afforded throughout the winter. The accounts 
are regularly entered, and submitted to a parish meeting at 
Easter, and signed. 

The distribution of the moiety in Orset, and such other 
particulars as may best be obtained on the spot, must be re- 
served for our Report of the Charities of that place. 

HAMLETS OF FAWLER, AND FINSTOCK. 

Church Houses. 

In our account of Gifford's gift to the inhabitants of Charl- 
bur^, Fawler, and Finstock, we have stated, that a certain 

tortion of the property demised had been taken by the latteif 
amlets in severalty as their share, and afterwards exchanged 
fojr other property with Mr. Malins. 

The following abstract of the deed, whereby the exchange 
was effected^ will best explain the tii^nsaction :-^ 
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. By iiidehtnre, dated S6th October 1809, between Rdbert 
Pratt, and three others, being all the principal inbabitaots of 
Fawlerf and Edwaid Bolton^ and seven others, bein^ all the 

Srineipal inhabitants of Finstock, of tjie first part ; and George 
lalins, and a trustee, of the second and thira part ; reciting, 
that ' the inhabitants of Fawler and Finstock were jointly 
Sdised of a certain messuage, or tenement^ and premises, in th^ 
town of Charlbury, and of which ' they had jointly been in 
the receipt of the rents from time immemorial, but of which 
the title deeds could not be found, which premisses were then 
occupied by Widow Knibbs^ at jB3. 3s a year, and wen; 
in atuinous condition^ and not exceeding ^100 in value; 
and reciting, that the said George IVfklins was seised in fee of 
three copyhold cottages in Fawler, and another new^^rected 
copyhold cottage in Charlbury, of equal valne^ or thereabouts ; 
and that the parties had, for their mutual convenience, at a pub- 
lic meeting called for that purpose, figreed to exchange thesaid 
properties with each other ; the inhabitants of Fawler to take a 
surrender of the three pottages, valued at j€50'y ^ncji the fnha- 
bitants of Fipstpck ip take a surrender of the said newly* 
elected cottage at Charlburjr, and the premises in Charlbury 
belonging to Fawler and Fmstock. to be conveyed iQ George 
Malins in fee ; It is witnessed, that the said Robert Pratt, and 
others, grafited, bargained, and sold, ^released, and confirmed, 
tp the said George Malins, in bis actual possession/ &c., all 
that messuage, or tenement, and premises^ in Church-street. 
CJharlbury, in the occupation of Widow Knibbs; to hola 
the s^mie to the said George Malins, and tiis heirs ; And it 
was further witnessed, that the said George Malins covenanted 
that he would, at the next CQurt, surrender three several cottages 
in Fawler, to the sole use of the said Robert Pratt, and others, 
inhabitants of Fawler, in trust, for the itse and benefit of alt 
the principal inhabitants of Fawler, and their successors ; and 
furtner, to surrender to the s^id Edward Bolton, and others^, 
of Finstock, thesaid new-erected cottage in Hicksett-wood, 
in Charlbury, to the sole use of the said Edward Bolton, and 
others, in trust, for the separate i;se and benefit of the prin- 
cipal inhabitants of Fiqstpck. 

j3efore the e;|Lchange, the rei^t of the house used to be 
divided equally between Fawler and Finstock. Since the ex- 
change, the three cottages in Fawler (which were regularly, 
surrendered according to the covenant) have been occupied by. 
three poor families, from wham the overseers with di^ciilt^: 
obtain any rent, the tenants being of the poorest descriptioh.

Elixabdh Martin left ^2 a year, charged upqn an estate 
in Finstock, no^^ belonging to Lord Churphilt. U is under- 
s&od, and it i^so stated in therctarns niade to l^arliament in 
1786/ that this was to be given to poor widows ; but there 
is nd win or deed in the parish relating to the charity. 

The money is regularly paid by Lord Churchiirs agent^ 
and is given away ^he day before Cbri^toias, by tfie church- 
warden and Overseer, in sums of 1«, 2^, and §s 6d. It is given 
^n^ongst all the ppor, whether they receive relief or not. 

Thomas Martin's Gharitt. 

Thomas Martin^ by will, dated 1 Ith January 1773, charged 
Iijs estate at Finstock with the annual sum of 40^, to be given 
to 20 poor' labourers, or their widows, inhabitants of Finstock, 
that never receive coUecLion, pii. Saint Thomas the apostle, 
yearly, to be approved of by the said Thomas Martin, and 
his heirs, or by tho^e to vrhom ihp fi^ee^^ld of the premises 
should belong. 

The estate charged with this payment is now divided, and 
ther rent-charge has been apport^ipned accordingly, Mrs. 
CfiBt^ll is in possession of pact, which is charged wjth the 
pay j9ient of £ I . l-ks Gd^ and WiUiaxn Hands, is.the Q;wnec of 
the other part, out of which th^ loen^atnjng &s. Qd is payajble. 

Mrs. Castell gives away, annually, th^ poi:tipa ^hargetl 
upon her estate, to poor labourers pf Fiqstock* 

William HAuds has npjl given, any mpoey aivajr for tWQ 
y€»is... TiU vfitkin, th^ last iikTm^x.^nx yeani, tftq, ^ote 40^. 
11^ to be sent by the owners of the lands cbltrj^i Uh ibtk 
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cbwK;bwarden and oveneer, who digtribnted it amongst the 
p<K>r of Finstock, generally in shillings and sixpences, giving 
lioiiB^ver, to tlie widows and widowers, 2s 6ileach ; but, since 
that pemd, the owners of the estate charged, have taken the 
distribrnkH^ upon themselves. Although the donor directed 
that the p^njons receiving this charity should be approved of 
by those who bad the freehold of the premises, out of which 
the payment was made ; still we apprehend that thedistribu- 
tton should be public; and unless the churchwarden and 
overseers are consulted, it will be difficult to avoid giving 
part to those, receiving collection, who are by the donor ex- 
pressly excluded. 

Neal's Gharitt. 

There is about half an acre of land in the open field o^ 
Ramsden, which is understood to have been left by Hannah 
Neal^ for educating poor children of Finstock. 

This land h^ long been in the possession of William Col« 
lins, who paid 6f a year for it till lately, when it was laiaod 
to 7s 6df which is as much as it is worth. 

The rent used to be g:iven away with the other money 
about Christmas, but now it is proposed to add it to the funch 
of a Sunday school, which has been lately establbhed^ and to 
lay it out m books for the use of the children. 

HAMLET OF SHORTHAMPTON. 

Clerk's and Poor's Hoi^ses. 

There are three small tenements in Shorthampton, near the 
chapel. One is occupied, lent free, by the clerk for the 
time being ; and the other two by poor families, who are 
put there by the parish. The houses are kept in repair cut 
of the parish funds. 

PARISH OF CLAYDON, 

School. 

There is no school in Claydon, but the parish possesses the 
right of sending 15 boys or girls to the school at Farnborough,' 
an adjoining parish, in the county of Warwick, which nuin«^ 
ber is always kept up. The chUdrea attend r^ularly, and 
are supplied with books. 

The parish has also a right of sending three children tp 
Williamscot school, in Cropredy, as hereafter-mentioned ; but 
the distance being about tfiree miles and a half, that priTilq;e 
hw not been exercised. 

Hundred of Banbury. 
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PooB*s Land. 

Bj indenture, dated 20th February 1752, Mary Breere, iir 
consideration of j^2, bargained and sold to Anthony Harris, 
James Knibb, Martin Bus well, and Isaiah Astell, a quarter of 
a yard land, with the appurtenances, of arabk, meadow, ami 
picture, in the open fields of Claydon ; to hold to them, their 
heirs, and assigns, for ever. 

By deed-poll, dated 21st February 1753, reciting the con- 
veyance above abstracted, and that the said money belonged 
to the poor inhabitants of the parish of Claydon, and was, 
with the coi^nt of the rest of the inhabitants, laid out in the 
nid purchase; It was declared and agreed, that the said 
Anthony Harris, and others, were seised of the premises, in 
trust, to pay the yearly rents to the churchwardens and over*: 
seers of the parish of Claydon, to be by them distributed 
amongst and for the benefit of the poor inhabitants of the said 
parish. 

By indenture, dated 3d November l^S, Martin BusweU 
bargained, sold, and released, to William Harris the elder,^, 
William Harris the younger, John Prcedy, and Richard 
Holloway, all that parcel of ground in Claydon, in a place 
there called Lawn Hill Quarter, which, upon the inclosure 
of the common fields, was allotted to William Harris, Martin 
BusweU, Isaiah Astell, and James Knibb, in lieu of a quar- 
ter yard land, which was conveyed to them by Mary Breere, 
February 1752, to the use of himself, the said Martin Bus- 
well, and the said William Harris, and others, upon the 
trusts intended U> be declared by a deed bearing even date 
with the present abstracting indenture. 

By deed-poll of the same date, the said Martin Buswcll, 
William Harris, and others, reciting the above deed, declared 
and agreed, that they held the premises in trust, to pay the 
tents to the churchwardens and overseers, to be bv them dis- 
tf ibuted for the benefit of the poor inhabitants of Claydon : 
And it was further agreed, that the said trustees would ap* 
point a time and place for meeting, and would choose one of 
their number to receive the rents, who should have the custody 
of the writings, and would observe the directions of the nsst of 
the trustees, and render an account to them of his receipts 
ud payments, and that in case any of the trustees should 
die, the survivors should appoint new trustees, as often as a 
vacancy should occur. 

The land in Claydon, consisting of about six acres ami a 
half, was let to James Sabin, of Wardington, for seven years, 
from St. Thomas's-day 1819, at the yearly rent of ^£18, 
which is the full value.

John French, son and heir of John French, who was eon and^ 
heir of Thofhiis French, T^ho wad son atid heir of Roger 
French, of the one part; and Thtfmas WobflhUll, esq. and' 
tix others, of the othef patt ; reciUn^, that by indenture en-r 
tolled in Chancery^ bearing. date- 14th August, It Elizabeth,' 
made between Walter Cdcoitj of WiUiamsco4, merchant oC 
the staple, of the one part, and Richard Foi,- the said Roger 
French, and six others/ of the other part (in which it wa^' 
recited f that the said Walter Galcott had, upon great trust 
Imposed in the said trustees, by indenture, bearing date the 
12th ofthe then instant, August, granted to them an annuity 
of £13 to be yearly, after bis death, issuing dnt of the raaiiof 
of Williamscot, and of all his messuages'* lands, &c. in 
Williamficot, or elsewhere in England), the said Walter 
Calcott declared, that the said trdstees, and the survivor of 
them, theirheirs, and assigns, shotild yearly receive the said' 
annuity, not to their own use, but shoulil therewith Content 
and pay such honest, discreef, and learned man, as should, 
for the time being, be schoolmaster of the grammar school, 
then rtewly erected by the said Waller Caldott tn.

There is no trace of any Mibsequent renewal of tins trust. 

By certain orders and rules m^ide by the founder of ihH 
school, which he charged' his faeits to se^ observed, uj)6n the 
penalty in his deed of entail, and also- in bis will prescribed 
(a copy of which ord^s is still in existence, though in a 
mutilated state), he directed, aitionsst other minor regulations 
for the mahagefoent of the sctiool^ that the scholars to be 
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taugbt in it should be eight years of age,, and that none 
should tarry there above 18 years of age; that they should

that if there should not be so many found in each place, they 
liliouUl be taken from those places where there were more to be 
found than the limited number, and that if there was riot ^ 
sufficient nnmber in the whole peculiar,* as many as were, 
wanting should be taken from the next towns adjoining the 
school-house ; that the children of persons within the said pe- 
culiar who might dispend j^5 of yearly freehold, should be 
excepted from the right of drawing the lots, but that their 
children might be admitted to the school on paying a reason- 
able stipeuxl to the master, and that the master might take 
four scholars where he would for his advantage, witlithe con- 
sent of the said Walter Calcott, and his heirs, provided 
that he should at no time take more scholars than he'couldf 
tvell teach : And he gave to the master, from time to time, 
his lodging rooms, and the backside and ground to it ap-< 
pointed, so long as any master should teach children there, 
the said master repairing the said lodgings, and groand, and 
the mounds thereof, and the said founder's heirs keeping, and 
maintaining the said school-house for ever : And he directed, 
that the master should not'cut down any trees on th^ ground

This establishment has long ceased to be a gfanimar school;

In good repair^ the whole of them have been usually repjiire^

One half is sent to be disposed pf in IVJiddlet 
ton Cheney, in Northamptonshire, and the other half is dis-' 
tributed soon after Christmas, amongst the poor pf Cropredy, 
according to a list made out by the trustees, in sunns of Is 6d 
and Is* It is given to all the poor, without distinction. 

To^N Stocic. 

There is a sum of jfi40 in the hands of Mr. William Eagles^ 
the origin of which is not knowp, but it is . supposed to have 
been some surplus money at the tinie of the inclosure. The 
father pf Mr. Eagles had it, and used to pay 40s interest, 
which tiQ distributed every fourth year amongst the poor of 
Cropredy, giying £S at once. Since Mr. William Eaglet 
succeedi^ to his father*s property, about 20 years ago, he' has 
he\^ himself responsible for the same sum, and has distributed 
it latterly every secoqd year, and proposes to continue to do 
so in future. He gene|-aUy gives Is to each poor person.

By indenture, dated 26tl| August, 4th Henry 8, it is wit- 
nessed, that Roger Lupton^ vicar of Cropredy, had delivered,

. By deed, dated 3(1 October, 5th Henry 8, the said Roger 
liUpton and Richard Skipwith, conveyed tb Thomas French, 
and S4 others, of Cropredy, two tenements, at Wardin^ton, 
and two crofts belon^^int^ thereto, and a quarter of a yard land, 
to hold the same to them, their heirs, and assigns, foreyer. 

By deed poll, dated 1st October 1614,' Thomas French, 
^d others, described as the surviving feoffees of certain tene-' 
ments, and cow commons in Cropredy, conveyed the same to 
Robert Robins, and others, upon trust, to re-enfeoff such per-* 
sons as they should be required io do, either by the vicar ov 
churchwardens of Cropredy and Bourton, to the end that 
the same might continue for the purposes for which they were 
given, viz for the repaif^^of the parish church, and the 
clock there, and the ringif^ the curfew and day bellr, as they 
bad theretofore been employed. 

In a deied poll, dated 7th June 1673, and an indenture^ 
l^ated 1st October 1706, the trusts are declared to be fqr the 
repairing of the parish church, and clock, and ringing the 
purfew and day bell. 

By indenture, dated 5th July 1791, John Eagles', and two 
others, surviving feoffees for the repairing the parish church, 
the clock of Cropredy, and ringing the curfew, aiKl day bell 
there, conveyed to the use of John Chamberlayne, and 19 
others, their heirs and assigns, a parcel of ground, with the 
^ippurtenances, in the fields and liberties of Wardington^ and 
\y iiliamscot, and Coton ; to hold the same, with their ap- 
purtenances, io the said John Chamberlayne, and others^ 
their heirs and assigns, upon trust, to let the same, and out 
of the rents to procure a person to keep duly the church clock 
of Cropredy, and to ring the curfew and day bell there, at the 
times therein mentioned. 

The property belonging to this charity consists of a close 
in Wardington, called the Bell Land, containing 14 acres. 
It is let on lease, dated 1st May 1893, to Thomas^Sabinj for 
seven years, from the Lady-day preceding, at j632 a year. 
It was let hy auction, and this was the highest rent that could 
be obtained. ' 

Of this rent one moiety is carried to the account of the 
churchwarden of Cropredy, and the other to the account of 
the chVirch warden of Great and Little Bourton. 

The sum of i6f4. 10^ is paid- to a person for ringing, the 
bell and winding up the clock at Cropredy, in equal propcNP- 
iions by each' place, and all the other expenses, usually dde* 
frayed by a church ratey are paid by each place out o£. their 
fespeptive moieties.

Golby, of Banbury (who acts as treasurer to the trustees^), 
when applied for. The sura of j^4 is deducted for land-tax, 
and 5^ for the trouble of collecting, leavin^f only 15 guineas 
clear. There were four years' rent charge due ati Mtehaellkias. 
]86S, ibrwhifA application was intended ito be nxade imme- 
diately. 

The other rent-charge is paid out of an estnte in Newbold, 
belonftilrg to Lady Leigh. It is transmitted to Mr, Golby, 
regularly, d6s being d^ucted for land-tax. 

• The net receipt, from both rent-chargra is therefore only 
£22. I9s. From this rent (he sum of*;^t5i6 paid to a school^ 
master, who resides in the schooKhouse, tt> which there is a 
good garden attaehed. 

The school nfVee to all the boys ofHieinhnbitRnfs of Great 
Bourton, ef the description mentioned in the will. There 
are between SO and :40'treescholarB in the school, and the maK* 
ier takes pay sclioiare frofti other places, and also Arem parents 
of Great Bourton having property. 

The schoo1«heustf is in very gcKM^ rppsiir, but no rent has 
been paid' for it \yy the trustees since May 1806.

As some dlssati^&ction ^its ezpr^sed with resfiect to Hbt 
kiting tbcsse farms, we thotigfat it right to employ a surveyor, 
tacoiioected with thi; parties, to make a valuation of them r 
Imd' from his valuation, it appears thkt the farm occupied bj 
Gilkes is let at its full value, but that the iarm occupied hf 
Havagli might bear an increase of about j^ 10 a year. 

At the time of the inclosure, in the3rear 1774, a sum of 
inoik^ was borrowed for paying the e:itpett8es, of which there 
lemains j^414. 9s 9if due to £dward Dix. This sum is secured 
by a mortgage of the charity ^tate^ and j^SO. 145 bd is paid 
yearly as the interest. There is ako the sum of j^50 owing^ 
being the reiiiaindeir of a sum of j&80, which was borrowed ta 
enable the trustees to purchase the house occupi^ by the 
schoolmaster. Of this, j^ 10 ii^ paid off yearly, but nothing is 
set apart for the payment of the debt due on mortgage.

To the payments above-mentioned are to be added the ez^ 
penses of repairs. 

On the 1st January 1824 (when tie account was last set- 
tled), the outgoings for the preceding year, incMing the bills 
for repairs, araounled to j£57. 4* 7f d, whi^b, deducted from 
t|ie rent of £135, left £11. lbs 4|rf to be divided, beins 
^5i l&s bid for each third ; and in th^ years 1822 ai^ 
1823, the surplus was, within a few pounds, the same. , 

Of the third part, applicable to the schooJ, the school- 
ipaster rieceives the whole, and as much more out of the por^ 
fion paid to the overseer as makes up j^SO; the agreement 
with him having, been to riecefv6 £30 a year^ and as mucli 
more as a clear third of the rent should amount to. 

For this sum, the master takes all the children, boys andt 
girUy of Sibford Gower and Burdrup, between the ag^ of 
five and eleven. The boys are taught reading,; writing, and 
arithmetic ; and the*girls knitting and sewing, in addition, by 
his wife. Th6 children are (aught free, but they provide their 
own books and writing materials. There were, at the time of 
our enquiry, 59 free children in the school. 

The second third is paid to the ,overseer, and forms part of 
the funds collected for the poor's rate, subject^ at present, 
to a deduction, to miakc u|) the schooImaster^s salary of £30. 
• The third part, which is applicable to charitable uses, is 
given to the jwor of Sibford Gowcr and Burdrup, partly to

or sonaeliines 30s^ and partly to ih6 weekly pensiQUeift, . for 
vine, &c. when ill; A list is made out for tfaa fe^fii^eB, at their 
meetiii|»r,*on the Ist of January, of the persons not nBoelvivife 
s^ef, to which they affix such sumsas they think pit>pler ; utid 
the next day the distribution is made by oae or two feoffeea^ 
generally with the assistance of the overseer. The suiti given 
away 9d January 1894 was ^etO. lis Id; and j^U. ^'7d 
was given to poor sick persons in the course^ of the preceding 
yeari In January I88S, £27. 7« Id was given away ; and in 
January 1888, £\S. I2s 3d. 

There are only three trustees now living, vis. Mn J^i^a 
Oilkes, Mr. Colgrave, and Mr. Davis ; b^ it is proposed to 
lake immediate steps for appcnnting others. 

It may be observed, that the division of the pio^uoeof tkia 
estate into three parts is not made fairly according to the di-* 
rsbtions of the decree. One third part only was directed to be 
employed for the relief and maintenance of the poor ; but, by 
the u»e made of the cottages belonging to the estate, afid 
which are all occupied as poor houses, and produce no lent, 
the value of this part of the property also must be considered 
as'ad(l<Kl to that third part, whilst the other two porti6ni9;[e- 
eetve no benefit then-from. We think, therefore, thatthe parish 
ought to allow a fair rent for the cottages, to be added to the 
annual income of the estate, and that the whole should thQn 
be divided as directed. 

We think, also, that the trustees ought to take steps ibr 
{he gradual reduction of their mortgage, as soon as the 
money lately borrowed is paid ofi^; and the addition of rent 
for the cottages will enable them to set apart a larger portion 
annually for this purpose. The present schoolmaster, how- 
ever, ought not to receive less than ^30 a year, according to 
the agreement made on his appointment.

^fter named, and the churchwardens, for the 'time being, andt 
the better piart of the inhai^itants of Adderl^qry and Milton 
aforesaid. 

And it was further ordered, that the $aid annuities, issuine 
out of Leach's land, should be paid yearly, at Ladynday and 
Michaelmas, to the churchwardens ; and, in default of pay« 
ment for the space of 14 days after either of the said feasts^ 
that' the said churchwardens, for the time being, should hlave 
power to distrain.

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And that when any six of the feoflfees, for the time being, 
phould be dead, the survivors should, at the request of the 
(Churchwardens, for the time being, nominate and elect six new 
feoffees, dwelling within the towns of Adderburj and Milton, 
to be joined with them in all and every the said premises ; and 
that, after the death of William Bustard, therein named, all 
leases to be made by the feoffees should be with the consent of 
IS other honest, substantial, and discreet inhabitants of the 
jBaid towns. That no lease should be made before the old 
lease should be surrendered, or within three years of expira- 
tion.

The practice in this division is to give to the head of every * 
poor family, residing in or belonging to the division, 7; in 
fihen; or, if they are careful and sober ipersons, in money; 
and the sum paid to the overseers for rent, is what would 
otherwise have been given to the persons residing in th^ pariish 
houses, in cloth or money ; but, as these prsohs, though able, 
refuse to pay their rents, the allowance is stopped, and paid • 
to* the parish officers. 

About six or eight year» ago, the sum of ^^45 was paidoiit ' 
of this ponion of the charity to Mr. Richard SpenceK in 
order to /establish a coal fund. This stock still exists, and 40 
ot 60 tons of coals are purchased every summer, for about 
l5 2d a cwt. and are sold to the poor in the winter at U 4<l. - 
By these means, the poor are sure of a supply during & frost.. 
The sale price is hardly sufficient to keep up the stock, btit * 
the deficiency has been made up by Mr. Spencer. 

In Adderbury West, nearly the whole amount is distri* 
buted in linen, at two pe]:iods of the year, Michaelmas and 
Lady-day. In the last year, ending JSaster 1823, about 76 
persons received the benefit of each distribution, acconliog 
\o the number in their family. Every poor person belonging 
to iTie division, whether residing within it or not, receives a . 
portion of the charity in turn. Additional dothing, or a sum 
of. money, is also given sometimes to persons who are,in 
peculiar distress. . . r 

In Milton, the sum received last year, was distributed 
amongst 87 or 28 families, in different articles of clothing, in .^ 
sums proportioned to the number iq each family. Tickets * 
are given to the persons, expressing the amount they are to 
receive, which they take to shops in the neighbourhood, aqd 
the bills are sent \.o the feoflfees. 

The accounts of the distribution in each part of the parish 
are kept separately, but they are not submitted, tp t^ in- ' 
spectionof the overseers or magutrates. 
Hundred of Bloxham* 
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In all the- three divisions, the same mode of indiscriminate 
distribution prevails^ no attention being paid to the cbaractisr T 
of the persons who receive the benefit of the charity. This 
appears to us to be extremely objectionable, and we have' 
recommended to theparishioners to adopt some means for ren* 
dering the charity more useful, by confining it to persons who 
endeavour to support themselves by their own industry, or are' 
prevented from so doing by age or misfortune; and we 'feel' 
great pleasure in being able to state, that, at a meeting of the * 
parish, resolutions have been adopted for giving effect to our 
suggestions. 

* Amongst other things, it has t)eeii agreed to apply ^^20 
yearly to the repairs oTthe church ; and, as it appears by the 
decree of 45 Elizabeth, that this was one of the objects of the 
charity, no objection can fairly be made to this determination. ' 

Hall's Charity. 

; The yearly sum of 3^ (as it is recited in the decree of 45 • 
Elizabeth, above-mentioned), was given by the will of 
Thomas Hall^ of Bodicot, to be forever bestowed in bread,' 
amongst the poor people of the town of Adderbury, on Good 
Friday. 

'i/his sum fs laid out ia bread, every year, by Richard 
A\istin, of Bodicot, the owner of property supposed td be 
charged with the payment. 

^ Tne bread is regularly sent to the overseer, by whom it is 
given away in penny loaves, on Good Friday, after divine 
service.

tenants holding copyhold knds of the clear value of 20^, then 
present ; and that three other men should then be chosen to 
Keceive and dispose of the rents for the following year, two by 
the.majpr part of the teniants and copyholders, aforesaid, and 
one by the Lord Say and Scle, his h^irs, and assigns, to be 
signified by his steward, or any other servant, and two of 
such three to be chosen out of the said feofiees, and the third 
a sufficient man, if no feofiee. 

The lands and houses described in the documents aboye 
abstracted, were all copyhold, within the manors of Btoxham 
Bcauchamp, or Bloxnam Fiennes, aiKi the same premiises 
appear tp hav6 passed by successive surrenders to the present 
feofiees, except so far as they have been altered by inclosuves. 
. The following is an account of Ae^ present state of the 
property : —

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Sfelmsbary, are feaffbes^biti it does not appear that liighef 
rents could be obtained from aay other persons. The landy 
were kit upon a valuation, made bjr John Davis, another of 
the feoffees, who is a surveyor. For the last two. octhnie 
years an abatement of £'20 per cent has been made . to thbB^ 
tenaats/which, under the circumstances of the times, appears 
to' have been reasonable. Considerable expenses have been 
incurred lately in repairing the house and buildings upon 
Potti9r'$ farm ; these were don6 under the.su.perintendence of 
Mr. De^vis.

and economy, and, ivhen tbe ej&istin^ debt is paid off, tbe 
'advantage may be encreased by reducing tbe price of the coal 
to tiie poor families who purchase it. 

The share of the rents, carried to the book for tbe towii 
charges, is applied in mending the streets and causeways, 
"keeping the parish eiigine in repair ; a subscription to tbe 
Oxford Infirmary ; county rate, and othar things of tbe like 
nature. 

From this fund also apprentices are occasionally put out ; 
the last was bound out in iS20y with a premium of j^14. 
; At the settling of the accounts, October 1823, there was a 
balance due to this book of j^l 1'. 13^ lOd* 
' The third share is carried to an account for the use of the 
church, and bridges, and it appears, that from 18S1 to the 
present time, the whole has been expended in keeping the 
church church-yard, the clock and chimes, and the bridges, 
in repair, excepting ^£2. 10^ a quarter^ which has been paid 
to the clerk for his salary. 

At the settlement of accoilnts, October 1823) there was a 
balance due to this account of j^67. 6s \d. . . 

The feoffees meet the steward of the manor at the court* 
house, on the 4th October, yearly, when the general accounts 
are submitted to him, and signed by him, if approved ; but 
the particular accounts of the three, separate heads are not 
regularly audited by him, though they are submitted to his 
inspection. Since 1820, the feofiees have kept no money in 
hand, but have kept an account with Messrs. Cobb, bankers, 
i^t Banbury, and have made their principal payments by 
checks upon them. 

There are nonr 10 feoffees living ; these are appointed by 
the survivors, from time to time, and the new feoffees are then 
admitted with the survivors, to the copyhold premises. 

It may^ be observed, that although the clear rents are 
divided eqjUally amongst the three branches of charity, pointed 
out by the decree of 1637, the portion allotted to the poor 
appears to full short of what they ought to receive, inasmuch 
as they derive no benefit from a part of the estate, the mes* 
siiages, and cottages, in Bloxham ; for, these tenements, being 
used for the lodging of parish paupers, they are, in fact, used 
to the relief of the parish at large, as fully as if t,hey were let 
and the rents were carried wholly to the account of the town's 
book ; arid yei^ though the poor^ fund receives no share of 
the profits of th^ tenepnents, it is considerably reduced by 
the expenses incurred in repairing them. The annual value 
of these, premisdd, numberra in the rental^ 7| 8^ 9^ I0> is

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estifimted at £919 ; and it appears 16 us ' that one Ihird thektof 
ought to be paid Xo the poor^s book, and one third to the 
account of tJie lepAirs of the church and bridges. 

School AciiiB. 

In the preceding account of the feoffees* estate, nee have 
stated, that, by a decree made under a eommission of charita- 
ble uses, and dated 3Qth September 1637, it is recited, that 
WiUiam and Mary JBartley^ and Roger Matthew, surren- 
dered to the feoffees an acre of Arable hind, on the north side 
of Bloxham, to the use of such grammar schoolmaster for the 
time being as should teach a grammar school in Bloxham, 
and, for deifault thereof, to the use of the poor in the almshouse 
during such vacancy ; but there are no particular directionf 
in the decree as to the application of theisnts. 

An allotment was set out in lieu thereof upon the. inclosure, 
containing Sr. 4p. which is nndivided from an allotment of 
3a« 2r. 9p. set out to the poor, in lieu of a right of cutting 
furze. The whole is let together by the churchwardens for 
£3. 3s per annum ; but no part of this rent is applied to the 
purpose of a school, or to the poor in the almshouses, except 
so far as they may partake 6f it in the distribution, which is 
made as if the whole arose from the fuel allotment. There is 
no grammar school now in Bloxham, nor is there aAy other 
endowment for one than this land. The proportion of the rent 
payable in respect of the school allotment is about 8^. 

HcGGiBf 8*8 Gift. 

We have stated, in our account of the feoffees' ^tafe, that 
it appears from the decree of 1602, there mentioned, that 
William Huggim surrendered a part of a cottage in Bloxham, 
to the u^ of Anthony Councer, and three others, as feoffees 
in trust, and their heirs, to the use of the town of Bloxham, 
to the intent that the rent should be yearly distilbuted amongst 
the poor of Bloxham • 

And that it was by the said decree ordered, that Anthony 
Councer, the then only surviving feoffee of these premises, 
should, at the next court, surrender the same to the use of 
eight more substantial imen of Bloxham, to be appointed as 
therein mentioned, upon the following trusts; viz. that Sic. 
Richard Fenis, and his heirs, should nominate the tenants 
thereto, who should pay to' him, and' his heirs, the yearly, 
rent of 65 8cf, to the intent that the same should be distributed 
in bread, on Good Friday, to the* poor people of Bloxham, 
in the presence of the rainisW and churchwardens. 

The churchwardens refceive 6s Sd yearly, from Bernard- 
Spurrettj of Banbury, who succei^ed to^oiue.l^bd in Bloxham^

' Until after the deaths of Mr. Bullock and Mr. Manley, 
the latter of whom was the sunriror, neither Dr. Marsham or 
Mr. Lowe, ever interfered in this charity. In August 1814', 
Miss Manley, who was the surviving executrix of her father^ 
transferred ipto the names of Dr. Marsham and Mr. Lowe, 
thetwoseyen^lBumis of £5,500, three per cent consols, and 
j^5,500y three per cent deduced ; she also paid over to them^ 
in money, a balance of £1,893. I5« Id, which included t^"^ 
said sum of £458. Os 7dy which ought to have been invested 
according to the directions of the ckcree of 1803. It does not 
appear why these flirections were not comolied with during 
the livesof the fpur trustees above-named, it 19 stated, bow- 
ever, that the £458 Os 7il, would have been invested after 
the death of Mr. Maidey, but that Mr. Hollist, formerly one 
of the King's counsel, who was one of Mr. Mauley's executonr, 
declared it as his opinion, that, in consequ^ce of the death of 
two of the trustees* the stock could not be purchased in the 
names of the survivors. In consequence^ however, of our su]^« 
gestions, Mr. Lowe has hid out the sum of sBiSS. Os 7dy m 
the purchase of £485. Ifr^Scf, three per cent rednced annuities. 

Hitherto, it is to be olmrved, no besieilt has been deriviedbr 
the objects pf the charity fromfhis sumof £458. O5 7if, which 
has been aljowed to remain in a bnnker^s hands, with thebaltace 
that has arisen from accumnlations, without the payment of 
interest. Since 1814, the balance has been placed to the 
account of Messrs. John and William Lowe; no interest has 
been made of it, and it is stated, that there has always beeik 
a sufficient balance on that account to satisfy what was 
belonging to this charity. Whether the representatives of 
Mr. Manley,' to whose account it was formerly placed^ or 
Mr. liowe (it having been placed subsequently to the account 
of Messrs. John and William Lowe), are liable to pay any 
thifig in respect of the interest, ^till remains a question, though^ 
perhf^ps, under the circumstances, a court of equity would 
hot.&el inclined to decide that they are liable thereto.

that the matter may be settled, if possible, next Michaelmas 
term. 

Since the period 6f filing the petition above ineationed, a 
further balance has accumulated in the bands of the trustees ; 
on the I7th May 1884, it amounted to ^£2,588. Ifo 7<l, which 
was applicable to the diffisrent objects pf charity, in the fol-* 
lowing proportions.

(he other is kept by the trustees. It seems to have been the 
practice, from the .cocnmencement of. the charity^ jfbr the 
trustees to deduct £!i. 2s from the amount of the premium, 
for the expenses of the indentures ; the same course has been 
pursued, bv Mr. Lowe, under an impression that such 
deduction had' been directed . by the court of Chancery. It 
.does not appear, however, that the court has Ynade any other 
order in this respect, than what is contained in the decree of 
180S, which merely provides, that the sum to be paid as the 
apprentice fee, and for the indentures, and the expenses 
rdating thereto^ sbnH not exceed j^fiO ; and^ as the sum of 
£2. 2s seems to exceed what would be a fair remuneration 
to any person for drawing the indentures, and examining the 
certificate of legitimacy, we apprehend that such deduction 
Would not be sanctioned by the court of Chancerpr. 

It appears, from the resolutions of the - panshioners of 
Grendon and Qiiainton, above stated, how far those parishes 
have enjoyed the bene^t of this charity.. 

In North Newington,i two boys, upon an average, are 
placed out annually. The sum of j^40 is also transmitted 
to the parish officers, to be distributed amongst the poor of 
tbatdistrict ;.this is disposed of by ttiem, under the'super* 
intendence of the rector of Broughton, and is confined tothose 
who are properly qualified, not receiving parish relief,- 

On the 9th of February, 18^4, on which day the last 
distribution took place, 29 families received a proportion qf 
the charity, at the rate of 7s 3d per head. 
', The sum of <£10, which remains, after setting apart for 
the parishes of Quainton and Grendon ^240, and for Nortti 
Newington jgSO, is applied in defraying the general expenses 
of the trust. . Mr. Lowe occasionally makes out an account 
of these expenses ; and, if there is any thing over and above 
the amount of such expenses, it is added to the money whicl| 
is^ent doii^n to North Newington, for distribution.

16s 6dj and upon the latter, to .^ 12. \2sSd^a.Te paid 
half yearly to the v^tpr^oC Dray tofi, and vicar, of Banbury. 

The amount of the smaller sum is disposed of in supplying 
poor , xlUldren. wiVb Uiien, or, apmetijnes other articles of 
clothing, if the p^^n^ts wis|t^,it. 

The amount of the larger sum is given away to the poor, 
young or old, without -distinction, either in coals or clothing, 
at thdc option* The £ki ^sjing frpm Jenkinson's gift, before- 
mentioned, is added to this branch of the charity, by which 
means, each fim^ilj; ri^YQS.Qoalfii qr c^thing, to. the aniount 
of about 7^. 
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There is also, belonging to this charity, the 8um of 
a£l23. lis Sd stock, in the three per cent, consols, siandiug 
in the name of Dr. Lamb, who has lately resigned the vicarage 
of Banbury, which appears to have arisen from some former 
accumulations. Dr. Lamb has engaged to transfer this stock 
into the names of the proper trustees, and to pay over to them 
puch dividends as he may have received and not disposed of*

Poor's Stock. 

By several etitries in the parish register, it appears, that, iit 
the year 1763, two notes of hand of the then late Sir Jonatnan 
Cope, for the principal 9umof 4^13, upon the account of the 
poor of Han well, were deposited in the parish chest by Dr. 
Thomas Gill, then minister, ^3 thereof being given by Mrs. 
Butterfield^ and ^£.10 by Dr. JenUnson. The interest of this 
sum appears to have been distributed amongst the poor, by 
successive ministers, to the year 1780. \ 

The present rector came to the parish about nine years 
ago ; he found that this interest had not been paid for many 
vears, he, therefore, applied to Mr. Neill, the agent of the 
IJ^chess of Dorset, to whom the property in Han well, formerly 
the Cope*s, now belongs, and on the 6th February, 1818, he 
^receiv^ from hikn £16. 55, as arrears for 25 years, due at that 
tjme« This sum was distributed to the poor in money, every 
man fmd woman §5 6d^ and every child 6 J. 
JSinceAhis time, the interest has been received r^ularly, about 
Christmas, and distributed, together with the sacramental 
fnoney, amongst the most deserving objects ; except, thatt at 
iChristmas, 1^23, the funds for the school falling short, this 
money was applied in aid of that establishment, 

PARISH OF HORLEY, 

' An account of the school in this parish was given by thp 
Commissioners in their JBth Report, p. 486. 
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BfiAY^s Charity. 

On a lombstoiie in MoAtf €h«rch-yard is inscribed as 
follows:—

parish. 

He also gave 5s a year, for ever, to be distributed on the 
same day, amongst SO poor persons of the parish of Molling- 
<on, at the discretion oi the chnrchwardens and overseers of 
Mollington, the which said sums are to be jpaid by the 
owners of his late dwelling-house, with the appurtenances, in 
Horley, and one yard or naif land lying in Shelsmeers, in the 
common field of Horley, as may be more fully seen in the 
court-rollsof this prebend manor of Horley and Homton." 

The 10* for the poor of Horley, is paia by Samuel Arnitt, 
the owner of the property supposed to be charged therewith, 
to the churchwardens and overseers, who give it away to 20 
poor people on St. John's day. 

Sometimes the arrears for three or four years have been 
received and given away together. 

Saul's Charity. 

An inscription on. a tombstone in Horlqr church-yard^ 
states, that — 

Thomas Saul^ who died March Gth, 1671, gave to the 
poor of Horley, six doosen of bread yearly, lor ever, to be 
given at Yellow-well, on St. Thomas's day. 

Yellow- well is the name of a close, about a quarter of a 
mile from Horley, belonging to Samuel Borton, by whom the 
sum of 6^ per annum is paid. This is hid out in bread, 
which is given away at Yellow-well, to poqi widows and 
boys, on the day above mentioned ; the arrears for two or 
three years being sometimes given away together.

Ambrose Holbecr's CHARiTr. 

Ambrose Hotbechy of MoUington, by will, dated 9th 
March, 1700, gave ^50, to be laid out in the purchase of 
lands of inheritance, by his executor, and directed, that the 
rents and profits thereof shoiild, at the end of every two yeairs^ 
be disposed of ifi putting forth a poor child of Mcdlington, an 
apprentice, with the consent of his soa Ambrose, or sufih 
issue male of his family, to whom his house and lands at. 
Mollington should for the time being belong. 

Tlie sum above bequeathed was never laid out inland*; 
From the accounts kept by the late William Holbech, esq. it 
appears, that, at the time of his death in 1813, there was a^ 
balance of ^33 in his hands belonging to the charity, an4 
that the principal sum was increased from £50 to £100, by 
accumulation of interest ; the sum of j^ 100 was, at the time 
of our enquiry (April 18S4), in the hands of the present 
William Holbech, esq., who has allowed interest, formerly 
at five, and latferly at four and a half, per cent. Since ISIS^ 
there has been advanced only one som of j£20, as a premium 
^ith an apprentice, no other boy having been found to be' 
bound out ; and there was, at the time of our enquiry, a 
balance in hand of ^^59, which it was intended to place, . 
together with the principal sum of ^100, in a savings' oanki ' 
t6 be ready when any apprentice should be found.

Church Land.

This stock consisted of a sum of j^lO, which wasIa^C 
about 40 years a^o to John Draper, on bond. Draperdiecl 
in 1790, but the interest continued to be paid after his deaili 
hy his widow, and Richard Cooke, whom she subsequently 
married. About ten years ago Cooke discontinued the pay- 
ment, sayinj^, that he was not liable to it; and it seems 
difficult, under the circumstances of the case, to establish 
any claim against him, or indeed any other person, for the 
recovery of this money. 

There seetns to have been considerable remissness on the part 
of the churchwardens, in not having applied for settlement of 
this debt at the time of Draper's deiUh.

or Bjipester; and amongst the pariA papers is a nofepf tb^ 
fi^uney of the pppr chosen for Richard Burroughs's gift, $t 
Michaelmas, i750, in which are the names of ^ight poor 
persons, ai|d of the drapers and tailofs who furnished (heoi 
cjiothiog. 

Nothing is fBore known of ibis charity than what appeaos 
ftom itiesie papers. 

Sib Thomas Grantham*s Gift.

Mrs. Richards^s and Mas. Jlbdington's Charities. 

It is stated in the returns n^d^ t9 JPa^Iiamcnt, in 1786, that 
Arm Jtichards gave i^lOTor poor widows, not receiving parish 
relief, and that Mrs. A44^ngtoji jgfLve £5 for the same 
purpose. 

The sum of j£lS was placed out on private security, till 
about six years ago, when it was p£iid, and deposited In the 
Oxford savingsf* bank. The interest is distributed annually/ 
^bout Christmas^ amongst ppor widows of the parish, by the 
minister. The poorest widows arc selected ; they all receive 
parish relief.

Hiccogk'$ Charity, 

It appears, by an inscription on a copper-phte, in iha 
church, at Fritvrell, that WilUam HiccocK^ who died.thf 
8th of September, 16S8, gave, after the decease of Philippa, 
his wife, 40^ a year, foe ever, to the poor of Fritwell^^^ to be 
^^ paid by those who possess the land/' 

This annual sum is now paid by Mrs. Court, the possesso|: 
of an estate in Fritwell, which formerly belonged tp Hiccock* 

It is distributed, together with the next mentioned charity^ 
about Christinas, in bread or coal, as has lieen thought most 
expedient by the minister. 

In the winter of 1Q!^3, the distribution was in bread. 
Single persons had each a quartern loaf, those with families 
a half-peck loaf; and some, whose families were large, 
received more. Thqr were given to all the poor parishioners 
iniliscriminately. The coals, when given^^ were distributed 
ftmong^t the poor upon a similar principle of division. 

The non-resident parishioners have also partaken of this 
charity, money or bread having been given to them, as was 
inost convenient/ 

Donor unknown. 

. An annual sum of SOs is paid by Mr. Adams, the tenant of 
an estate in Friiwell, belonging ijo William Fenigior, esquire, 
eailkd South field farm, upon which the payment is supposed 
to b^ charged, but it,i$. not J^nown by whom tjbis cbaritj

Lost Charity. 

It is stated, by an old {Mtrishioner, that there was formerly 
j£20 charity money, the interest of which used to be distri-* 
buted, but which afterwards came into the hands of a person 
irho became insolvent, and the money, was lost.

Ihe parishioni^s of Hethe had fonnerly a right to cutfuel, 
upon the waste lands in Hardwick ; and that, apon an inclo- 
sure of that land many years ago, it was agieed, that this 
annual payment should be made out of the farm in question, 
^ a compensaticMi to the poor of Hethe for their compion 
right. There are, however, no documents in the paridi 
• respecting it, that we can hear of. 

The tenant of the farm pays the j^4 regularly, and it is 
applied about Christmas, by the overseer, in a distribution 
of fuel, either wood or coals, or of money, to the poor resi- 
dent parishioners. The last two winters it has been given in 
money, every poor family receiving 2s. When given in 
fnel, the distribution has been in like manner, of an equa4 
quantity to each house.

Malpas's Charitt. 

JUgail Merry ^ alias Malpas, (who was born August S4, 
1594), by will (according to the extract thereof entered in the 
parish register, but without date), gave and bequeathed to 
the poor of the parish of Heyford ad Pontem, where she 
was born, 20s a year, issuing out of certain messuages and 
tenements in Three Leg-court, White Cross-street, Cripple* 
gate,' payable at Christmas, to be distributed amongst tbem, 
by the churchwardens of the said parish, for the time being', 
with a power of distress to the said. churchwardens, in case of 
nonpayment. 

In respect of the 205, above mentioned, 16^ per annum is 
received at (he office of the chamberlain of Jjondon ; the 4ts 
is understood to be deduct^ for land-tax, the same deducti<m 
having been made, at least from tlie year 1796. The I6si» 
received occasionally, as the rector happens to be in London, 
and is distributed by him with the other charity money, as 
hereafter mentioned. 

Bruce^s Charity, 

Susannah Bruce, whodiedSlst December, 1706, by her 
will, (according to an extract entered in the same roister), 
bequeathed to the poor of the parish of Heyford ad I^ntem, 
to be paid to the cnurcb wardens for the time being, the sum 
of a^iO, which sum the churchwardens, with the advice of 
t|ie rector, and two of the chief inhabitants of the town afore*

Shepuhbd's Charity. 

There is no document in the parish reUting to this charity, 
which is called by-the name of the Bakehouse, or 'Shepherd 'd 
Charity. The prot)erty consists of a tenement, and' three

be nlfotttient in lieu of the' cow common, mentioned in the 
former (^ase, belongs to this charity^ and ^a year is received • 
act' account of it, as before mentioned. The dwelling is 
divided into two . tenements ; one of them is occupied bj 
Richard MaVgefs, who also rents nearly the whole of the 
garden, at j^. 8^ a year, which is a high rent; the other 
tenement is let at £2^ which is the fair value. 

The rent is applied, in the first instance, in fceeping the pre- 
mises in repair, and the remainder, in placing oiit boys 
apprentices, and partly in putting boys io school previous, to 
their going out. Since 1812, there have been three boys 
bound out with premiums, of- £10, d&i2, and £16, fe- 
spcctivfly.

Bat in the last five years there hare been allowed abatem^ots 
to the tenants, amounting in the whole to JBSl . bs 2d. 

Previous to the year 1818, a few sums were given to^pOOT 
persons, in charity^ out of this income, and the remainder was 
paid to the account of tbe poor-rate. This practice had pre- 
raile^ for a great number of years. 

In 1818, -new feofiees were appointed, aiid they inmiedlatdy 
to^k tbe application of the charity into their consideration^ 
aq^, thinking that it, bad been theretofore itsproperly disposed 
of^ they determined to build some almshouses for the recep- 
tion of poor persons, and to. give tbem a oertain wedkJy 
allowance, and some articles of clothing. 

To carry this into effect, some premises in Deddingtta

At a meeting of the feoffees, held 1st April, 1822, the fol- 
lowing rules were agreed upon, for the admission of persons 
into the almshouses, and for the government of the persons 
admitted: — 

That four poor men and four poor women should be 
admitted, and continued therein during their lives, unless 
removed for disobedience, or otherwise. 

That they should be widowers, or widows, or single unmar- 
ried persons of the age of 60 years or upwards, parishioners, 
of Deddington. 

.That no person should be admitted or continued f here,^ 
unless such person should be of the estibtished church, of fair 
and honest name or fame, nor unless such person should 
regularly, decently, and devoutly, attend divine service at the 
c^iurch, and not elsewhere. 

That there should be provided, for each of the men a bat 
^nd great coat ; for each of tlie women a bonnet and cloak, of. 
imiform c5lour ; and for each bouse two bedsteads, with 
flock beds, four chairs, one table, a grate, and set of fire 
irons; that such clothes and furniture should be. provided 
and supplied as often as should be found necessary, and 
fhould continue the property of the feoffees, and, upon death 
or 'removal, be delivered up to them. 

, That, in case any person should offend against these rules, 
by disorderly or improper conduct, or become^ in (he opiilioh 
of the major part of, the feoffees, unfit, or unworthy, longer 
to enjoy the benefit of the charity,, they should displace such 
person, and appoint another in his or her stead. \ 

.The persons to be elected by ballot, at a ineeting, held after 
seven days' notice given to the feoffees, and in writing upon . 
the church door, by the receiver of the charity.lands. 

That the allowances should, until further order, be 4^ a 
week to each man, and 3; a week to each woman, to 
commence from the 7th April, 1822. 

Four poor men, and four poor woaien, have been appointed 
to these houses. 

Each person receives the allowance in money, accorditig to 
the regulations above*roentioned, except in one instance, ' 
where a man receives only 1^ a week, as he has a weekly 
allowance of 3^, from a benefit society ; but this deviation

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from the rules will be taken into consideration at the nttt 
meeting of the feoffees. * 

No clotbing has hitherto been provided, on ^tdouni of ike 
insufficiencj of the income for that purpose, until thedebts, 
incurred by .tj)e building the almshouses, are paid off. 

At the end of the year 1823, there was a balance against 
the charity of ^f 163, is 2rf, the pajments having been niade 
in advance !bj. Mr« Samuel . Churchill. For these advances, 
he charges interest at the same rate as he pays interest for the 
jeSOOp which was placed i^ his hands on tbecxchapge above 
mentioned, the feoffees thinking it advisable that that sum 
should be preserved a^l principal* 

The accounts are audited ai^nually, i^t a meetiqg of the 
feoffees and the overseers f tlie feofl^ also i^eet at anothejr 
period of the year, forthepurpose of receiving the rents, an^ 
paying bills. 

As soon as the debt is paid off, there will be a si^rplus in- 
coii^e beyond what will be reqijired for the weekly allowances, 
which amount to ^7^. 16s per annum, and the providing 
.the inmates of the almshouses with clothing, according to 
the regulations of 1822. It l^si^noi, however, beeqdetermined, 
atpre^nt, in what manner puch surplus shall be applied^ 

Cabtwbight's Char^y. 

The sumof iPe. Is 4rf is paid annually, by William Ralph 
Cartwright, esq. as charged upon a farm in Deddington, in 
the occupation of Henry Ujean, 

In the raarriace settfempnt of the said William Ralph Cart- 
Vright, dated 8th April, 1794, certain estates in Aynbo, Hin- 
ton, Souldern, Deddington^ Clifton, and Hempton, were settled, 
and, in the covenant against incumbrances, there is the follow- 
i^ clause ; other tlian and except a certain annual sum of 
M* Is idy issuing aqd payable for ever out of all or some part 
of the lands hereby conveyed, to the poor of Oeddingfoii, for 
bread, created ov given by the will of the said Richard 
Cartwright. [Qated 1st February, 1633.] 

This money is paid to a baker, and he supplies 14 two- 
penny loaves every Sunday, which are given, away by the 
minister at the church, after Divine service, amongst the poor 
wr ho attend, unless there are any who are prevented by illness.

These sums are all lent, without interest, and the parties, or 
their representatives, are able to pay the principal, when 
'required. 

There is also the j^ura of 4S8, now in the hands of 
'William Matthews, which was knt to his father in 1791, on 
^ promissory note, for which he pays interest &, as his father 
used to do. 

There is also the sum of ,^1Q, in t)ie. hands of the Rev. 
William Gbrden, the vicar,* arising from two sums ot£6y 
lirhich had been tent out at interest, and have lately been paid 
in. He holds them, ready to lend out when proper persons 
apply for them, or to dispose of them in any way that may 
be thought more advisable. He pays five per cent interest* 

There are, amongst the parish documents, bonds for fonr 
othor sums, amounting to £ \7y but, fcomthe insolvency of the 
parties, they must be considered as lost. 

The interest of the several sums of £10 and £8^ amounting 
to 18^, IS given away, together with 5s from another charity, 
nnd the rent of an allotment, set out upon the inclosure, in 
lieu of a right of cutting furze, now let at 12 guineas a year, 
in money and coals to the poor at Chrismas.

Chambbrlatk£*s Gift. 

Betty CXerk Chamherlayne^ who died in 1819, left £h. 5sf 
to be distributed amongst the poor of DunsteW| in any ipanner 
her executors should think proper. 

The sum of 5« was given away, and the remaining £5 was 
placed in the hands of the Rev. William Gorden, the vicar, 
iVho allows yearly 5^ interest for it. It is added to the money 
and coal distribution, at Christmas, as before mentioned.

Tesdale^s Charity. 

The yearly sum of 6sSd,iM paid by the tenant of Ludwell 
farm, in the parish of Wootton, the property of Sir Heray 

Mundfed of Wootton • 
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Dasfawood, bart* ; ibis reiit«>charge is supposed ia have been 
deriyedfrom Maud, the widow of Thomas Tesdale, who died 
'1616, and w'ho« as it is stated on her monument in Glympton 
church, was a Denefactor to this parish. The sum of 6* j^ 
'is received yearly by Mrs. Way, of Glvmpton Park, and is 
distributed by her amongst the .poor, with other money, whicli 
•he voluntarily adds to it. 



PARISH OF SANDFORD. 

Giles's Caabitt* 

The only account we have of the origin of this charity is 
derived from an indenture, dated 11 tb August, 1756, whereby 
Williai|i IVfe^des and Ann Roberts, in consideration of ^8S0y 
'which is stated to be the remainder of the money iiequeathed 
by Thomas Giles, for the u^^of the poor of Sandford, con- 
veyed to Samuel Wilmot, tbe surviving trustee for the said 
legacy, his heirs, and assigns, four acres of arable land, 
lying dispersed in the open fields of Westcott Barton, in 
trust, for the only benefit and behoof of the poor of tbe 
parish of Sand ford. 

There was probably other land belonging to this charity, 
besides what was conveyed by the above abstracted indenture, 
as it appears, that, upon the inclo8ure of the fields in West- 
eott Barton and Middle Barton, about 1 1 acres wete set out 
in lieu of the charity lands to Mary Hay ward, the heir-at«>law 
of the said Samuel Wilmot. 

By indenture of feoffment, dated 18th July, 1799, the 
lands so set out were conveyed by Thomas Walker and three 
others, the devisees of the said Mary Hayward, to James 
Taylor, William Taylor, Edward Walker, Edward HoUis, 
Thomas Davis, Thomas Dee, and Edward Busby, all of 
Sandford, their heirs, and assigns, upon trust, for the benefit 
and behobf of the poor of the parish of Sandford. 

These lands now forrn one close of arable land, and let to 
Thomas Jar vis, as yearly tenant, at .£15 per annum, whicb 
is the full value. 

' This rent is added to that of an allotment made to the poor, 
in Sandford field, in lieu of a right of cutting furze, ana 
which now produces i^lO a year, and the whole is laid out in 
the purchase of coals, at Christmas, which are given to the 
poor, according to the number in family. Jjast year, single 
persons had about four cwt, and large families eight or aiaa 
cwt. 
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Mbads^s Charity.* 

There is a close, of about six acres and a half of arable land, 
in Barford St. Michael, inrhich is understood to have been 
given by Henry Meads^ but there are no documents in the 
parish relating to it. 

This land is let to ThomasHolIier, of Hampton, as yearly 
tenant, at ^8 a year, which is stated to be a fair rent. 

Out of this, £4i. 45 is paid to a schoolmaster, for teaching 
10 poor boys of Sandford, and £2^ 2s to a schoolmistress, for 
teaching five gir}s, Thes^ children are appointed by the 
churchwardens, and the iiumber is always kept full. Of 
the remainder, 5s is paid to the parish clerk, and 295 is given 
away in bread, about Christipas* 

L0CK*a liEGACY. 

Oh the monument, erected to the memory of John Lock, in* 
Sandford church, there is the^llowing inscription :-^ 

*^ Here lieth, interred near tnis place, the body of John 
LocJcy gentleman, who gave to tl^e poor of this parish the 
interest of j^40, to be yearly distributed in bread, for evec 
He departed this life, March 3rd, 1710^1 1, aged 77." 

It is stated, that William Taylor, esquire, who died 41 
years ago, used to give avray some meat at Christmas, an4 
that part of the money j^ with which the meat was bought, was 
supposed to be the interest of the legacy above mentioned. 

Nothing has been given away since the death of Mr. 
Taylor, and it wa^ understqod, that the distribution of meat 
ceased three or four year; previously thereto. 

As there are no means of ascertaining whether Mr. Taylor 
really had this £40 in his liands, it is impossible now to cal) 
upon bis representatives for the amount.. 



PARISH OF OVER WORTON. 

Bread Monet. 

The returns of 1T86, relating to this parish, mention a 
rent-charge of £\. 14* 8d, to be given to two poor widows^ 
in bread ; but there is no date or name of the donor eiven. 

Bread, to the amount of 8rf, weekly, is paid for by w illiam* 
Wil8on,esq. the owner of the whole of this parish, and given 
to one poor family, by the appointment of the overseers. 

This paymeat is supposed to have been charged upon t&ci 
estate by a former owner.

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PARISH OF BYFIELD. 

Customary Donation op Wheat, 

Y ancient usag^e, there are provided and given to tbe 
poor of Bjfieid, and Westrop, a hamlet in the parish, 
48 pecks of iwheat yearly, by the rector. The custom^ifi 
reco/riiized and confirmed by an Act of PiEirliament) passed 
la 1779^ for the inclosure of flie parish ; and the specified 
quantity of wheat is distributed regularly on St. Thomases 
oay, partly by the rector, and partly by the churchwar- 
dens, among the poor persons, considerea most proper objects 
of the charity. 

This Poor's Allotment. 

In pursuance, of the directions of the Inclosure Act^ an 
allotipentof 17a. Sr.S4p. was awarded to tbe tector, tht 
lord of the manor, churchwardens, and overseers of the poor 
of Byfiejd and Westrop, in trust, to apply the rents in coal, 
wood, or other fuel^ for the use of such of the poor of the * 
parish, and in such shares and proportions, as the trustees 
should think proper. 

The land is let yearly, by tender, to the best bidder, and 
is let this year at the rent of f 46. 

It has been usual, of late, to apply the rents towards pur* 
chasing and defraying the expense of carriage of a quantity 
of coals, to the amount, in general, of 150 tons, and to sell 
the coals at reduced prices, during the winter, to any persons 
in the parish, the money paid for the coals being applied in 
the same manner as the rent of the land ; but the rents not 
being always sufficient. to make, up the difference between tbe 
original expense of purchase and .carriage, and the produoa 
of tbe. sale, the deficiency, when it arises, has been made 
good out of the funds raised by the poor rates. The purcba% 
and sale of the coals |iave been under the management or- 
direction of tibt parislt ofiicets, or an assistant overseer em^ 
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^Ted bythent; the lonl pf the; manor not bavkij^ kt(cir fe retf> 
ana there having been, until lately, no resident rector for some 
time. Some inconvenience has lestuUed from tlris course of 
administration, and persons, not £t to be considered objects of 
charity, have occasionally taken the opportunity of pur- 
chasing coats frond the stock at the reduced rate, insisting on 
a right so to do^ by reason of the fund being in part made up.; 
otit of the poor rates. In order to remove the inconveniences 
which have arisen, we have recommended that the rents of 
the allotment should be kept unmixed, and applied separately, 
for providing cc^ls or fuel, and' that such coals4)r fuel should 
be given away, or sold at reduced, rates, under the imme- 
diate order of Ibe- trusteed themselves, to such poor persons 
only aa they consider most entitled' to the benefit of the charity* 

The Causeway Land. 

This property, which wus derived under a gift of TAom^at 
Sheaaoe, by deed, dated 6lh June, IS Henry S, for repairing < 
the common churchways in Byfield, and other charitable uses 
tliere,. consists, in its present state, of six cottages, or tene*^' 
mentsj and of an altqiraentof 10a. 2r. 26p. in the parish of 
Byfield, awarded on theinclosure, in lieu of open field lands * 
and common-right. The estate is vested in trustees, by deed 
of the llth May, 1793. Teii persons were named as trustees 
in that deed, aiidfive of them are now living, but two otAj 
of that number usually act in the management of the trust. 

The cottages are let to the overseers of the poor, at the 
annual r^iyt of I85, and ace inhabited by poor people. The ' 
land is let annually to the highest bidder, and is this year let 
at a rent of £26. 10«. 

The rents are applied towards keeping in repair the causer ^ 
ways or footways leading to the church ; but it is stated that . 
the churchways are in bad repair, in consequence of the most * 
judicious method of repairing them not having been adopted*. 

The accoupts are kept by one of the trui^ees, and there is a 
balance in hand at present of i€2 \.\bs 3d. There is also due 
a year's rent from Mr. James Smithy amounting to ^3f. I5s^ 
which he has for some time improperly retain^ in bis hatid's, 
under a claim to be entitled to act as as a trustee, fot whicli 
there is no sufficient reason. He has lately^ howeVer, un« 
dj^rtciken to pay the money. 

Preparations are making for the more eflR?ctuaI repair of the 
churchways, by. (he trustees, and fiOor 60 loads of stone have 
be»n collected:, and made ready for the purpose, th&kjL}ffi6am 
of which-ift to be defrayed out ^of tben^oaey^ in hand;* ' ^ - 

ffundred of Chipping War^fkn^ 
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^littv is u tticfentschool-room iti Bjfield, which is YdBted 
m the tmsteeS) and has for some time been conveyed to tSd 
ioieoessive trustees, together with the causeway land* The 
building was purchased in 1725^ with a sum of jS20^ 
beitig the amount of two legacies, Jed by the liev. Thomag 
JTntgAlfeyandthe Rey. Richard Knighiley^ for the pnt^ 
pose, wm the interest thereof, of employing poor peopit ia 
spinning. Tlie school-room used io be let to a schoQl* 
master, at the annual rent of SO^, and the rent was given away 
among the poor ; but since, a yearly payment of 13 guineas^^ 
'Which used to be paid to the schoolmaster, by the rectdri el 
the parish, for instructing poor children, has been discontinued^ 
the sdiooUroom has been held by the master rent free. 

It is proper that new trustees should l}e appointed of the 
Causeway land. 

Greekwood^s GiJF't. — The ScHoot. 

. Samuel Greenwood^ by will, dated 13th October, I69d, gaM 
£3 a ye^r for the instructing of poor children, in the p»risli 
of Byfield, to be issuing out of certain lands in the parishes 
of Byfield and of Woodford* 

The sum of j£3. 14^ a year, (the land-talt being deducted 
from the rent-charge,) is paid in the sums of j^l. 16^^ by 
Thomas Carter, esq^ for the land in Byfield^ and \%Sf by 
Mr. William Seaton, for the land in Woodford, to a school- 
master, for teaching seven poor children to read. The 
schoolmaster has the use of the school-room above-mentioned. 
9ttd keep9 a school there, in which the seven children ana 
others are taught. 

The late rectors of this patisfa, for a considerable time, used 
if> pay 13 guineas a year tQ4lie«3faoolmaster, for teaching 80 
poor boys to read, and also made some annual allowance U» 
t^o women for teaching poor girls* These payments were 
discontinued by the late rector, and there is no evidence ta 
show that they were other than voliiiiteiy donations. The 

E resent rector has not restimed^the practice of his |>redecessoi$^ 
Vit he has for several years maintained a school ior about 30 
hoys and SO girls, aiud has latdy opened an infants' school^ 
fpr children between the ag^ of two and six years« 

Sir John Knigutlby*s GiFt* 

The Rev. Sir John jS^fttghik^y baronet, by a codicil^ dated 
the 33d June, 1802, gave to the minister, churchwardens, 
Wd overseers of the poor, of Byfield, j^iOO/arid dii'ected the 
iiiterost thereof to be applied- ror supporting a Sunday school 
at Byfield i ,. 
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.^ Thc'fdnds io answer this and seyeral tiiflilat bnilH^lbns;^ 
I by tbe testator, are vested in stock, standing' in the nante df 
' the aocolintant-general of the court of Chaneery, and the 
^ sum of ^9. 17^6^ per annum is {[mid to the master of the 
above-mentioned scnooU for teaching a Stinday school in 
Byfiidd ; but, in consequence of the ^pense attending the re« 
'ceiptof the money from the acconntant^geneml's office> the 
-payment is not called for or received every year. 

Edwards's Charitt. 

Thomas Edwards J by will, proved in 1735, gave «£ 10, the 
(interact thereof to be laid out in bread, and given to the pool 
of Byfield, at the discretion of the minister, church wardens, 
flutkd chief inhabitants, at the parish church, on the ISth day 
of February, or the nearest Sunday to it. 

The sum of 10s a year is paid, in respect of this gift, as a 
c1iarg0 on a house in Byfield, in the occupation of Mrs. 
Burbidge, widow: The money is laid out in bread, and is 
distributed ia the chutch on Midlent Sunday, or soon aiter*^ 
iMfds. 
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PARISHES OF BADBY AND NEWNHAM. 

Coles's Gift. 

' The sum of jf 3. I8s a year kfia^ble io the poor of Badby,^ 
as a rent^ohar^upon a close in the parish of Badby, called 
tSie Bread Close, containing between five and six acres, and 
now belon^ng to Mrs. J6sephine Barnes, of Staverton. 

• ThedcMiation is mentioned, on a board in the church at 
Badby, as the gift of Thomas ColeSy in 1733, to six of the 

Sorest inhabitants of the the town of Badby, to be distii- 
ted in threepenny loaves, at the direction of the minister 
and churchwardens, every Sonday, afiier service, a loaf loeacb. 
The rent-charge is r^ularly received, and laid out in 
breads which is distribute^ to six poor persons of Badby^ 
ih the manor directed by the donor. 

.Sir John Kn^htley's Benefaction.

Bj an order of the court of Chancery, dated 7th August, 
1 8 1 J, in a suit of Brook v. Woodman, certain ' stock in ibe 
Ibree per cents was appropriated to answer the above and 
other charitable beqaeste ot a like nature, given by the tes- 
^tator, and the funds were directed to be transferred into and 
now stand in the name of the accountant-general,- to the 
account of the ministers aiid churchwardens of the respective 
^rifihes. 

' The fund appropriated to Badby Consists of i? 1 9 1 . I7s8d^ 
and that to Newnnam of £\40. is 9d in the three per pent 
consols ; the dividends on which are received by the minister 
of Badby and Newnham. Of ihe dividends received fdt 
Badby, amounting to s65* l&s a year, £i. is is applied in 
payment of the masfer^s salary of a Sunday school at Badby, 
and the residue is laid out in books, and small articles of 
clothing, which are given away as rewards to the cbildrea 
who mai^ethe greatest proficiency inlearning. The dividends 
on the stock belonging to Newnham amount to £4^ is per 
annum, the whole of which sum is paid to the masjter of the 
Sunday school there. 

The sum of £iO is mentioned in the Returns to Parliament, 
in 1786, to have been- given by — — Thornton^ to tha 
poor of Newnham, and to have been then vested in. the 
churchwarden ; but no such fund exists at present, w ianow 
remembered, and there are no entries relating to any sack 
eba^y to be found in the township books.

si;( IKeel^rby equal dijirimn, .j£20 to the schoolmaster wA

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.nslier^ wiz^£\5 to the fldioolmaster, and M to tlie nsher; 
and Ibatshe should pay yearly, at the s^d feasts, by eqiud- 

Krtions, jpiO to therelief of six poor persons in the town of 
iventry ; and if she made default in payment thereof, than 
h» devised the said maoot and lands to the use of William 
PaA^, the younger, and his heirs, upon the like condition ; 
and, on his default, to the use of Robert Dickenson, and his 
hdbn, upon trust, that he would make the said payments 
at the «aid days ; and, on his defauU, . then to the use of the 
bailiff of Dayentry, and his. successors. 

By a decree of the court of Chancery, dated the 8th Noremr 
b^, 44jth Queen Elizabeth, made in a suit, wherein Henry 
^len, the then bailiff, and the burgesses and commonality of 
the borough of Daventry, were complainants, and Humphrey 
Corbet, and Agnes his wife, (late-.Agnes the wife of the (estar 
lor William Parker,), the said William Parker the younger, 
tlie said Robert Dickenson, and John Crosse, described as 
bair at law of the testator, were defendants, reciting the will, 
and that a question had arisen whether the payments and 
aobool were, by the intent of the devisor, to have con* 
liauance for ever ; and further stating, that, notwitbstandin|^ 
aach question, it was. fully assented unto by the defendant 
Humphrey Corbet, who liad both the estate for life in the 
^id .manor, lands, and premises, and had also acquired the 
estate in remainder and interest of the said William Parker 
lhe)iounger,in.the same, that the several sums of JPIS, £5^ 
and £lOi should go and be paid out of the said manor, lands, 
and .psemises, for ever, by. the owners and occupiers thereof 
for the" time being;. and that the said John Crosse, also the 
beijr ]at ^aw of the said William Parker, the devisor, being 
then' present in court, gave bis full consent that the said 
school,' payipent's^ and charitable uses, should have con- 
tinuance' for ever; it 'was ordered and decreed, that the 
defendants and the said Hui;n|]4irey Corbet, his heirs, and 
assigns, ajfid all other persons which, for the time being, should 
have the ^id manor, lands, and tenements, should, from 
thenceforth, for ever, not only provide an honest, discreet, 
learnc^d, arid able scbooimasfer, and usher, to teach a free 
graihmar school, in the town of Daventry, but should also 

Ey, or cause to he paid, to the said schoolmaster and usher, 
d six poor people,' the several yearly sums of J^15, £5, and , 
;^rO, respectively, at the feasts of St. Thomas the Apostle, 
the Annunciation, the Nativity of St. Jolin the Baptist, and 
15t, Michael the ATchang;el, or wilTiin six weeks next after any 
of the s^id fdistjs, by equal portions, and that, as any of the 
itx pbor pieople should die, or for reasonable cause berp: 

Hundred of Ckipjnng Warden, 
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Tnored, the bailiff and recorder of the town and faoroacli of 
Oaventry should ^ive the natnes of three poor people of ihtt 
town and borough, unto (he said Hugh Corbet and Agnes 
his wife, and the heirs and assigns of the ^aid Hogh'Corbet, 
out of which, they or one of them should app^iint one to 
sapply the room of one of the six poor people so deceased, 
ot removed ; and that the owners of the s»id manor, lands, 
end tenements, for the time being, should have the nomtea- 
tion of a schoolmaster and usher urito the bishop of Peter- 
borough, for the time being, as dften as the said places, or 
cither of them, should be void ; and that the persons so 
nominated, being allowed by the said bishop, should be school- 
ma&ter and usher of the school, until, by death or other 
reasonable cause, the said places, or either oif them, should 
become void. 

The yearly sums of i?!5, ^5, and £W^ mentioned in the 
win and decree, are paid by C. T. Stacey, John Hawkins, 
and W. H., Nares, esqrs. as proprietors of the manor and 
lands mentioned in the will. 

John Sawbridgejin 1740, gave jfflSO, towards purchasing 
A bouse for the master of the grammar school, and nis brother 
Edwdrd Sawbridgej in his life-time, gave ^100 for the same 
purpose. These donations, together with jPSO, givfen by the 
ror^oration of Daventry, were laid out in 1768, in the pur- 
chate of a house, but, it being found, some time aiHerwards^i 
that the house was inconvenient and unsuitable for the master's 
residence, it was sold, with his consent, in 1779, for ^©867, 
ivbtch sum was laid out in the purchase of dP4()0, four per 
cents, now three and a half per cent bank annuities, standmg 
in the nam^s of the Rev. Samuel Smith, D.D, of Christ 
Church, and three other trustees. 

A house in Cow-Iane, in Daventry, containing two large 
rooms, was erected shortly before the year 1602, as a school 
for the use of this foundation, and continues to be appropri* 
ated for that purpose ; at present, however, the upper room 
is used as a national school. The school building and site 
thereof were conveyed, by a deed of feoffment, dated the lOlh 
August, 1602, to Robert Spencer, and others, to the use of 
the jbaiiiff, burgessess, and commonalty, of Daventry ; and 
th)^ ordinary repairs of the scbool are usually done at the' 
expense of the corporation. 

The present master was appointed in 1823, by the above 
named proprietors of the manor and lands mentioned in the 
wHl, and he receives yearly as his salary (hp stipend* of 
JgiS, the usher's stipend of jfiS, and the dividends of the 
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.^4009 tfaiee and a half per oent stock. In contequenee {Wo*- 
bablj of tbe smallaeBs of the usher 8 stipend, no usher has 
.been appointed for many years past. 

The school is considered free for grammatical instniction in 
the learned languages, to tbe sons of parishioners of Daventry, 
not ejLceeding 60 in number, and the master professes himself 
ready to communicate such instruction gratuitously to any 
h^ys properly qualified, inrho may be sent to him ; but as he 
Aas i}o schoUits from a distance, and does not by himself or 
HP assistant teach English grammar, writing, or arithmetic^ 
none of the parishioners 01 Daventry avail themseWes of the 
foundation. It does not appear that the school has been ever 
fnqch resorted to for the purpose of a free education in 
claMiisal learning, but, during tlu^ time of the last master, who 
had the school about 90 years, and kept an usher for teaching 
JSaglish and the inferior branches of learning, a considerable 
immber of boys, both from the town and neighbourhood, 
were brought up in the school. One application, which was 
made to the present master for the admission of a boy as a 
free scholar was withdrawn, in consequence of no provision 
being made for instruction in writing and accounts, and we do 
not find thai any other scholars hav« been offered- to him, 
except ^n the instance of a physician in Daventry, who has 
two boys at present under his care, but these boys are in^ 
strutted in the master's house, and n^t altogether on the 
footing of free scholars, as something is paid for teachmg 
them ; though, as the master states, the charge i^ less, on 
account of their being entitled to the freedom of the school, 
than it otherwise would be. 

John Farrar's Gift to the Master of tqe 

Grammar School. 

John Farrar^ by will, dated 39th March, 1729, gave 
J^400 to five trustees, to purchase land, but not bouses, and 

Biy the rents thereof to the master of the grammar school of 
aventry, if he should be iii holy orders, upon coi^itibn^ that 
he should read morning and evening prayers, every Sunday 
in the year, though an holiday, and also read every Monday, 
^uesday, Thurs^y, and Saturday ,^ in the year, except when 
either of those days should be a boUday^ morning prayers in 
the parish church of Daventry, according to the usage of thft 
church of England ; and also that he should at all times assist ' 

the minister of Daventry, in administering the holy sacrament^ | 

ae often as such minister should think fit to administer the 
fi^e; but, if there should be no schoolmaster^ or such schqpU 
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flmrlar should not be in boly orders, or should n^Iect or ro- 
fcise compliance with those conditions, then he directed his 
trustees, during such time, to find such person or persons 
as they should think fit, to read prayers, and assist the 
minister as aforesaid, and pay him the rents of the lands 
00 to be purchased, his will being that prayers should be read 
in the church of Daventry in manner as aforesaid, the minister 
veadini^ prayers on all holidays, Wednesdays, and Fridays : 
Proyided, that when any three of the trustees should die, the 
srarvivors should elect more persons, inhabitants of the parish 
of Daventry, within six months, to be trustees, in the room 
of them so dying^ so as the trustees should never exceed five in 
number, and so as the persons to be elected, for three years 
before their election should have received the holy sacrament, 
according to the usage of thechurch of England, and, during 
that time, should not have been at any other place or meeting 
of worship beside the church of England. 

The sum of j^400 was laid out in the purchase of a mes- 
suage, and several closes, in Cosford, in the parish of 
Newbold-upon-Avon, containing together S3 acres, or there* 
abouts, which were conveyed by indenture, dated 3d June, 
1738, to Edward Sawbridge, and three others, and yfere 
lately, by indentures of lease and release, dated 6th and 7th 
June, ISSdl, conveyed to the Rev. Samuel Smith, D.D. 
William Watkins, esq. Charles Rattray, M.D. John Wild- 
gose, surgeon, and Robert Wildgose, surgeon, upon the 
trusts of the will. 

Some time ago, a small part of the estate was sold to the 
proprietors of the Oxford Canal, and the purchase money 
was laid out in stock, amounting to J&1S5, three per cent 
consols^ which is standing in the names of Charles Watkins, 
senior, and Joseph Freeman, both now deceased, and pro* 
duces a dividend of j^3. 1 5s a year. 

'> The estate is let to William Norman, as yearly tenant, at 
the annual rent of j^39. J 4^ 9d. 

• The rent is received by the trustees, and is paid, together 
with the dividends of the stock, to the master of the grammar 
school^ for performing the duties required by the wul, 
' A fall of timber took place on this estate in 1831, the pro- 
duce of which was applied in the repairs of the grammar 
sdlooi.' 

The English Charity- School. 

. This school is under the direction of the minister of the 
parish of Daventry, and the bailiff of Daventry, for the time 
being, and nine other inhabitants of Daventry, as trustees. 

Northamptonshire. 
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Edward Majfnardy D»D. by urill^^dated SOth DecMibtr^ 
1736^ gave to the corporation ofDav«ntry jtfSOO^ tdjnr^t 
seUlin^ and maintaining a cliarit v. school there^ for t^achuif 
poor children to read, virriley and cast accDuntsi nnderMioh 
standing, regulations as should be agreed upon hy the hiiiliff 
and minister of Daventry, for the time being, and two persons 
named in the will ; and he directed, that, upon the demise i>f 
, eitiier (^ the latter, the three surviving trustees sbouldi wUhin 
a week, choose a fourth person into the Xim^i. 

This legacy^, together with a legacy of ^lO, given by 
TVilliam Sawbridge in 1719, the interest thereof for teaching 
poor boys, and the donations of £iO^ by, Mrs. ShucJdburgh 
Bromw(cb^.£W by Thomas Wilson j £50 by John Sajsj- 
bridge^ and .^300 given by .Thomas Thornton^ at the desire 
of Catherine Combe, of whoni he was executor^ (allwhieb 
werp given for purposes of education generally, or to the 
charity school,) were laid out in the year 1745, together with 
other benefactions for different charitable purposes, in the 
purchase of an estate at Cosfbrd, in the county ofNorthamp- 
jton, the property rf Edward Sawbridgc, esq. It is stated in 
the deed of conveyance that the whole amount of the purchase 
money was j^i,3'H),;and that the estate was valued at jf 1,509, 
but that Mr. Sawbridji^e was willing to contribute the overplus 
in .value of the estate for the diaritable purposes for which the 
ivnd9 were. given, but more especially for augmenting ibc 
rev^ue of ^tbe charity school. Further particulars of th0 
deed of conveyance in trust will be mentioned below. 

The charity school is further supported by an annual: retit« 
charge of j^, given to the minister and churchwardens, by 
the will of Nathaniel Lord CrewCj Bishop of Durham, for 
teaching a poor boy, and by an annual payment of ^4, given 
by Edward Savobridgty esq. in 177S, to the master of the 
charity school, to increase his. salary. The annuity of jg6 i$ 
charged on certain premises in Hull, and is paid by tii« 
trustees of Lord Crewe's charities, and the annuity otj^w 
paid out of an estate at Boddington, appropriated to difien»t 
charitable purposes, as after mentioned* 

There also belongs to this charity the sura of j^OO, tbrfe. 
per cent consols, standing in the names of trustees, and whicb 
was purchase^ by means of savings of income from tiifiei0^ 
time, and money arising from the sale of timber on the estate- 
at Cosfonl. 

:. The mastet of the school receives from the trustees a ^aiy 
of £iO aywr>. and Im allowance of j^. V6s a year for|>lb« 
i^iding books and sti^tiooery, and he also receives Lord Crewel 
annuity of jg^G, and £2i a year, being the dividends of \hm 
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ibkk ; and heteacbesthe cbildren of tbeclmnlyscbdoV iiild 
those attending the national school^ now combined with the 
feraief . There are 9t boys in the charity school, and thej 
«ie siipplied with clothing by the tmstees, out of the reveaoea 
arising from the Cosford estate, and money collected at an 
imiual sermon preached for the benefit of this charity.

tystem, in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

Mr. Watkins, a banker in Darentry, one of the trusteeit 
acts as treasurer, and keeps the accbtintSy which areexamined 
tDCcasionally by the other trastees.

' the same for the benefit of tbe poor of tbe parkh of Daventry, 
in such manner astbey shoukl think proper. 

This legacy was laid out in improvements and buildings^ on 
the charity estate at Boddington, and two-seventeenth parts 
of tbe rents of that estate are carried to the general fund. 

Coward Sawbridgb's. — Edward Sawbridge^ esq. by 
will, dated in 1779, gave j?},400 to the bailiff and burgesses 
of Daventry, for the time being, and their successors, lo be' 
laid, out in land, upon trust, to pay out of the rents thereof 
the following sums, yearly, vis. 205 to tbe minister of the 
parish church of Daventry, and his successors, to preach a 
aeripbn in the parish church oh Good Friday ; j^tO for put- 
iin^ ojxi yearly tbe son of an honest poor person of the parish 
of Daventry to trade ; ^i to the master of the English cnarity 
f^hool, in Daventry, for au^enting his salary ; SOt .to the 
Bailiff of Dkventry for the time being, for his trouble about 
ilie trusts of the will ; and £S to the baiUff, to be appUed^ ' 
towards paying yearly to the recorder of the borough of 
Daventry 40^/ to the town derk 90s; and to thetwoser-. 
jfaots at mace SOs a piece ; and the iesidue of the rent, after 
dfidttetii^ expenses, to be d^tributed on tbe feast of St. Paul, 
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imon^ the most ind^ent pmoiw of the ymxnii of Dsvwity^ 
alfiDt Ifffis thao 5^, or more ihan 7s Qd^ to each. 

This money was laid out in the purchase of the estate itt^ 
Boddington, afier^mentioned, and tne residue of the matt pf 
the estate (the amount of which is hereafter-meoitioQed), after 
providing for the several specific piajments, mentioned io the. 
will, and Ihe portion of lent payable in respect €>X WalV 
£nrd'8 charities, above-mentioned, is carried totho |;i»ieial 
fund. 

. The general annnal fund arising from the above souices ii 
di^ibuted by tlie bailiff and burgesses on St. Thomas Vda^,, 
and the 9th February, among poor persons of the parish,' in 
diflfeient sums, proportioned to their situation and necessUies, 
as specified in a list previously made out at a meeting of the 
corpomtion. Endeavours are used to ccmfine the distribuUoa- 
to such poor as receive no regular parochial relief^ as far atf 
circumstances will permit, .and those who do receive such 
relief from the parish are not considered entitled to rank as 
objects of the charity, though some such, it i^^pears, aro 
occasionally admitted to partake. 

Apprenticing Chahity. 

The sum of £10 a year, given by Edward SawbridgCy for 
putting out a boy to trade, as above-mentioned, is applied 
^or that purpose* 

Gifts to the Minister and Officers of the 
Church and Corporation. 

Farmer's and Edward Sawbridge's. — ^Tbe sum of 
^0, given hj Richard Farmer^ for the minister, and the 
several annual sums given by Edward Sawbridge^ to the 
minuter and to the officers 4]f the corporation, as above-men- 
fion^4i &^ l^egttlarly paid. 

. Jqhn SAWBBiDGK's.^'^JbAn Saxobrid^ey above-named, 
bequeathed to the bailifi*, burgesses, and commonality, d^lOO, 
upoa trust, to. dispose of the interest thereof to the parish 
clerk and ,8Qxton of Oaventry, equally between them, for 
t)ieir constant attendance at the morning prayer daily through* 
out the yeajr^ 

. This sum was applied towards purchasing the Cof &rd 
estiiite, an(| a proportion of the rents, £9 a year, is p&id to 
the.clerk aiiid sexton. 

The Cosford Estate 

< By indentute of five parts, dated 1st May,* 1745, bdwcen 
^dward Sawbridge, of the fihii part i the baillff> biirgesseS| 
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wtid commonaltji of the boroogli of Daventry, of flie second 
part; Eleanor Bronrwich, of the said borough, widow, <if 
the third part ; the then churchwardens and overseers of ihe 
pom* of the parish of Daventry, of the fourth, part; and 
Thomas Thornton, esq. tloseph Clarke, esq. Clarke Adams, 
Jt>>in Wfttters, Thomas Thc«de, J^mes Caleutt, and Charles 
Watkins, of the fifth part; after reciting the gifts already 
mentioned, of d?IO by William Sawbridge, j^lOby Thomas 
Wilson, £300 by Edward Maynard, ^^100 by Peter Sutch^ 
£40 by Shtickburgh Bromwich, £900 by Thomas Thornton, 
^^^^ dpIOO, and £100, by John Sawbridge, £100 by Frances 
Tboanpson, and £100 by John Snart ; and further reciting, 
Ifett tbe bailiff^ borgesses^ and commonalty, and other 
persons interested in the said several bepefactions and dona« 
iSons, had agreed to invest the same in the purchase of the 
kereditaments thereinafter motioned, in ordor to perpetuate 
the said charities, and more especially as such purchase 
w^tfid be very beneficial to the charities, in regard the said 
ftereditampn4s were then of the value, and actually cost the 
Kifd Edward Sawbridge thesom of £i,50Q, and the whole of 
the said several sums of money thereinbefore mentioned to be 
given for the charitable uses aforesaid, an^ounted to no more 
iTranthcstrm of £1,^10, and the said PUward Sawbridge 
wrrs wiFlirtg to contribute the surplus and overvalue of the 
estate to the charitable purposes thereinafter mentioned, but 
more.especially for -and towards the augntenting the revenue 
of the charily scliool ; it is witnessed^ that, in consideration of 
tlie sum of £1,2 JO, being the amount of the said several 
legacies, or siiras of money, the said Edward Sawbridge, by 
the direction and appointment, as well pf the baili^, burgesses, 
sml commonaity, as of the said Efeanpr Bromwiqfa, granted, 
bargained, and sold, unto the said Thomas Thornton, and 
ff>e other parties to that indenture, of the fifth part, and 
Ifieir heirs, several closes of pasture, or meadow grdund, in the 
township of Cosford, in the parish of Newbold-upon-Avon, 
irttbe county of Warwick, called by the names therein men^ 
tiohed ; to hold to the said parties of the fifth part, their' 
Keirs, and assigns,- in trust, as for and concermng the closes 
called .the. Great .Broadway Grounds, FoxhiR Ground^ 
Jtitlte Eroadwiay Gronnd, New Close, Rugby Way Ground, 
Old Meadow and Linck Leys, that they and the survivdr 
of them, their heirs and assigns^ should apply aiid dispose* 
of the rents and profits'to the uses mentioned in the wills of 
WiUiAin Sixwbmlgey Edward Maynard, and. Peter Suteb, 
ipsspectively^ and . ia the will .of the said Jbha Sawbrid^c^ 
toBcbihg the said sum of £50y thereby givea for tbebeocfii 
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fit the charky school, and for such other uses^ ends, and 
purposes, as were thereinafiercontained ; and, upon trust, that 
the said Thomas lliornton and others, their heirs, and 
assigns, together ivith the bailiff of the borough of Davcntrj, 
for the time being, and the minister of the parish of Daventrj, 
for tile time being, should at all times thereafter make such 
rules and regulations for the ordering and gorerning of the 
said charity school, and placing such number of boys and 
girls to be taught therein, and what number and which of them 
should be clothed, and for the electing and turning out the 
schoolmaster of the school, and fixin/^ his salary, as the 
trustees, together with the bailiff and minister, for the tima 
1)eing, or the major part of them, should direct and appoint^ 
tvith power to mpply some reasonable part of the rents and 
profits of the premises, as to the trustees should seem requisite^ 
to defray the expenses of a new feoffment of the premises, upon 
the death of such number of the trustees as thereinafber men* 
tioned, and for collecting and receiving tlie rents and profits 
of the said premises ; and it was thereby declared, that the 
bailiff of Daventry, and the minister of the parish of Oa ventry, 
should b^ standing trustees for the charity (school, and act ia 
conjunction with the other tmsices, in all matters relating to 
the government thereof; and as for and concerning tlie close 
called Linck Ground^ and the meadow called Linck Meadow^ 
with their appurtenances, upon trust, Ihat the trastees, their 
lieirs, &c. should ap(^y the rents tp such uses, intends, and 
purposes, as were mentioned in the wills of Frances Tliompson, 
attd John Snart, respectively, and in the will of the said John 
Sftwbridge, touching the two several sumsof j^iOO, given for 
the bi^ielt of the parish rierk and sexton of Daventry, and of 
the beadsmen (here, with a provision, that, when the number 
of trustees should be reduced to three, or less, the stHrvtvon 
should by the majority of their votes, together with the bailiif 
arid minister of llaventry, choose so many other substantial 
and reputable persons of the paorisfa of Daventry, or some 
adjacent place, near4he parish, to be trustees with them, as 
would maJkC up the number of trustees to be seven, in the wholes 
exclusive of the bailiff and minister, and convey the premiaeg 
to themselves, and new elected trustees, upon the like trusts. 

By indentures of lease and release, dated 13th and iSth 
June, 1821,' the above-mentioned estate was conveyed unto 
William Watkins, esq. Charles Rattray, M.D,, John Wild- 
^^ose, Robert Wildgose, John Hall, Edmund Singer Burton,- 
and Benjamin Wyraent Balmer^ all of Daventry, llieir heirs,^ 
and assigns, upon the trusls of the indenture of feoffment of* 
1745; and it 'was>thefeby covenanted^ agreed^ and declared, 
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that, for the better management and executbn . 6f the tfnsl^ 
the trustees and their successors^- to be appointed as directed 
by the deed of 1745, should assemble ana meet at theschooU 
bonse, in Daventrj, on the Ist Mondajr in every month, at 
12 o'clock at noon, for the purpose of auditing and eiaminin|^ 
the accounts, and of making such orders and ^nlatidnsf a^ 
the major part of the trustees then assembled shoiild think 
fit and most conduciye to the good order and management 
of the trusts and charities ; and thnt^ at the meetings to be held 
annually, on the 1st December, the trustees should appoint 
a proper person (being one of the trustees,) treasurer of the 
charities, irho should, from time to time, account to the 
trustees for all monies received and expended on account of 
the trusts and charities, and that such treasurer should attend 
the monthly meetings of the trustees, and, in case of an 
equality of votes, should have a casting voie^ and that nd 
one of the trustees should be elected or chosen treasurer for 
two years together ; and it was thereby further declared and 
agrera, that the trustees should yearly, on the last Sunday 
in October, procure some gentleman in holy orders id preach 
a sermon in the parish church of Daventry for the benefit of 
the charity school, and two or more of the trustees should, on 
the said last Sunday .in October, collect at the church door, 
immediately after divine service, both tn the morning and after-^ 
noon, the voluntary contributions then offered, and account 
to the trustees for the same at their next monthly meeting. 
. The estate at Cosford consists of several dosesy containing 
together 75 acres, and is let to William Norman, a» yearly 
tenant, at the annual rent of flS^S, which is the full annual 
value. There was a fall of timber on the estate in 1891, the 
produce of which was applied in repairs of the grammar 
school-bouse, and towards payment of a bill due io the 
solicitor of the trustees for law charges. 

The rent is appropriated and applied to the purposes of the 
several charities, the funds of which constituted the purchase^ 
money of the estate, in proportion to the amount of the . 
respective funds, ^^89 a year being the portion devoted to tha 
use of the charity school. 

The BooDiNG^oir Estate. 

The sum of jtf 1, 400, bequeathed by Edward Sawbridgtf 
and J^lOO, part of the legacies bequeathed by Mary ffalfatd^ 
as mentioned above, were laid out in the purchase of a pieoa 
of ground in Boddington, in the county of Northampton, 
containing, by estimation, 73a. Ir. IOp. which was conveyed 
by indentures of lease and release, the release bearing date tbi» 
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ISfth day of December, 1776, unto WUliara Cuttingwarth, 
and nine others, and their heirs, upon trust, to appjy ^^^ 
rents in the manner noientioned in the said lyi^lloijEAw^^rd 
Sawbridge, with a proviso, that, when the trustees should be 
reduced to five, or less, the survivors should, by a majority 
of their voles, choose so many substantial persons, being bailiff, 
recorder, town-clerk, or burgesses, of Daventry, whereof the 
bailiff, recorder, and town clerk, should be three, to be trustees 
with them, as would make up the number of nine ip.tbe 
whole, and should convey the premises accordingly. 

By indenture, dated 20th January, 1777, recitipg the "^iU 
of the said Mary Walford, and noticing the said indentures 
of 1 1th and 1 2th December, 1776, and that the sum of ^100, 
part of the legacies of Mary Walford, had been advanced to 
the trustees in the 3aid indentures name^, io enable tHem 
to complete the purchase of the land|s therein mentioned ; and 
the further sum of ^^200, the remainder of the leg^cie^s ,oJf 
Mary Walford, had been also advanced, to enable tjie 
trustees to build a barn upon, and to put the estate and pre- 
mises into the most tenantable condition, and to maJce 
necessary alterations and subdivisions thereon ; it iifas cove- 
nanted by the said trustees, during the continuance of the 
lease therein mentioned, to pay out of the ^ent of the estate 
jff6, amongst the poor of the parish of Dayeatry, and ^3^ 
among the six beadsmen of t)ayentry, in such maquec as 
Henry Sawbridge, the surviving trustee, n^med in the will of 
Mki'y Walford, should think proper ; and, in default of ap- 
pointment, in such manner as the trustees should think 
proper; and, after the expiration of the lease, that the 
trustees should yearly, on All Saints Day, pay twQ seven- 
teenth parts of the rent of the estate unto afiid ampngst ti^ 
poor of Daventry, and also one-seveuteeath ps^rt of the rents 
amongst the six beadsmen of the parish, in suph iBanfier ^ 
Henry Sawbridge, and, in default of tu(s direction, as the 
trustees^ should thin,k proper. 

This estate is let to John Baseley, as yeaaply^tep^^jt^ ^.Hh^ 
ahnutil rent of jfe90, which is its full valqe. 

Xhis application of the rents is already mentioned. 

An account is Jkept of ^e receipt and applicatipa pf tbe 
rents of the charity . esta.tes sft Cosfprd anjl Spddipgtppi, by 
th^ bailiff for the iime being, and is examined and settled ppce 
a year, at a meeting of the bailiff and bur^ses^ in the month 
ofNovember* 
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Security on the Moothall and Corporation 

Property. 

The sum of ^£542, the amount of Newton'g, Dryden's, 
Mary Watters% John Walters', and Eleanor Bromwich's 
gift, above mentioned, was formerly invested in the public 
funds ; and, in 1806, the stock was sold for ^563, of which 
4he sum of £200 is secured by a deed, dated the 30th October, 
1806, upon the rates or assessments, raised under an Act oi 
Parliament for paving, cleansing, &c. the town of Davcntry^ 
iregulating the market there, and enabling the bailiff, bur- 
iresses, and commonalty, to purchase the Moothall, iu 
Daventry, and rebuild the same, with interest of £5 per 
cent ; and the sum of £363^ with other monies, to amount 
in the whole of ji^900, is secured by deed, dated the 1st 
November, 1806, upon rents payable to the corporation, by 
yirttie of the same Act of Parliament, and also upon the 
Moothall buildings, shambles, tolls, and other hereditaments, 
vested in the 'corporation by the said Act. The payment of 
^e last mentioned fund is secured by this deed, to Thomas 
Adams and three others, and they hold the security, in trust 
for the corporation, as appears by a declaration of trust, 
bearing even date with the last mentioned deed. 

Interest at ^5 per cent, upon £342 only, the amount of 
the legacies, is paid for the support of the charities, though 
interest (as it appears to us) ought properly to be paid oii 
i^563,^the produce of the stock in whicl^ the legacies had 
been previously invested. 

The Church Land. 

This property, which has been held immemorially for the 
Use of the parish church, consists of the following particulars : 

1. A close in Drayton Field, containing three acres, or 
thereabouts, let to Moses Miller, on lease, for seven years, at 
^H. 2s 6(f per annum. 

2. A close, called the Abbey Close, containing one and 
a half acre, or thereabouts, let to Mrs. Ana Wilkins, as 
yearly tenant, at £7 per annum. 

The property is let at its full annual value, and the rents 
are applied by the churchwardens, with the church rate, for 
the general services and maintenance of the church. 

. Charities belonginq to the Congregation of 
Protestant Dissenters, in Daventry. 

Welch's Gift. — John Wekhy by will, dated ISth April, 
1748, bequeathed to four trustees, therein named, ^lOOQ, 
upon trust, to pay the interest of j^lOO, part thereof, for tic 

Hundred of Fa wsley. 
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benefit and education of the children, to be brought up in the 
school, belonging to the protestant dissenters at Daventry, in 
such manner as the trustees should think fit ; and to pay the 
interest of £300, for the use and support of the congregation 
of protestant dissenters of Daventry, therein named ^ and to 
pay the interest of if 300, the remainderof theif 1000, for the 
tise and support of a like congregation at Bethnal green, 
thereinmentioned, in such manner as the trustees should think 
fit ; and the testator directed, that new trustees should be ap- 
pointedy from time to time, by the election of the surviving 
trustees. 

' No account can be given of the original investinent of the 
legacy, but the existing fund, belonging to the charity, con-r 
sists of f 1000, old South Sea annuitie$, standing in the 
^pames of four trustees, two of them appointed by the congre- 
j^ation of Daventry^ and two by tho'congregation of Bethnal 
Green. 

The sum^of £12 a year, part of the divideads, is applied 
to the support of a school in Daventry, for the educating, in 
reading, writing, and arithmetic, of 12 boys and 6 girls, 
children of persons, belonging to the congregation of dis? 
centers in Daventry. The number of scholars is usually kept 
up with regularity, but, at the time of this enquiry, the school 
lyas vacant, and endeavours were making to procure a new 
master. The sum of £9 a year, other part of the dividends, is, 
by the consent of the congregation, paid to the minister^ and 
the remainder of the dividends is received by the congregation 
at Bethnal Green. 

Sarah Floyd's Charitt. — Sarah Floydf by will, dated 
7th July, 1760, bequeathed £200,' to Williara Falwell and 
four other trustees, to be laid out in government security, and 
the interest thereof applied for the maintenance of the minister, 
for the time being^- of the congregation of protestant dissenters 
at Daventry, in such mariner as to the trustees should appear 
best for the public benefit of the congregation, with a direc- 
tion^ that, when any of the trustees should die, the survivors 
should appoint new ones^ by writing, under their hands and 
#eals. 

The sum of £200 was laid out in the purchase of 
£274. 10^ 6dy three per cent consols, now standing in the 
names of four trustees. The dividends, £8. 4^ 3d a year, 
are paid to the minister in Daventry. 

Christian Linnell's Gift. — Christian Linnell, by will, 
dated 4th July, 1811, directed £150 to be laid out in the 
purchase of three per cent stock, as a trust, for the benefit of 
the minister of the congregation of protestant dissenters in 

Northamptonshire. 
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Davcntry, and she appointed the trustees of the Sheaf-strecl 
meetini^ to receive the dividends, and pay them to the 
minister. 

The sum of ,£150, after deducting legacy duty, was laid 
out in the purchase of £209. 6*, three per cent consols, in 
in the names of Clarke Gorthorne, William Brooks, Edward 
Bull, and Clarke Toralins. The xHvidends, amounting to 
£6. 5s 6c? per annum, are received by the trustees, and duly 
paid over to the minister. 

Caleb Ashworth's Gift. — There is a sum of £100, 
three per cent consols, standing in the names of the four last 
mentioned trustees, which is understood to have arisen from 
the gift of the Rev. Caleb Ashworth^ D.D. for thesuppprt of 
the minister of the congregation. The dividends are applied 
to that purpose. .
